He calied meme Morning in- 
to Ins Chanber, wheie c was confined by the 
Gour, and exroftul.ico very warmly with mc upon 
this bubjea : He 45).'d nie what Reaſons more than 
a meer wandring Inciunation I had tor leaving my 
Faihe: $ Houlc aid my natie Country, where 1 
might be well introduced, and had 4 Profſpet of 
railing my Fortune by Application and Indultry, 
with a Life of Laſc and Ficalure, He told me 
it was tor Men of dalperate Fortunes on one 
Hand, or of alpiring, fuperio: F aruucs on the other, 
wins Went abroad upon Adventures, to ride by 
kmcrprize, and make thenigh es tanous in Un- 
dertal.ugse of 4 N out ut this common Road ;

Coni-quen* 
ce &f their Way of Living ; 7hat the middle Sta- 
ton of Lite was calculated tor all Kind of Vartucs, 
and all Kind of knjoyments ; that Peace and Plen- 
oy the Hand-maids of a miadic Fortune 
I emperance, Moderation, (Antes, Heoslch, 
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Society, all agreeable Diverſions, and all deſireable 
Pleaſures, were the B eſſings attending the middle 
Station of Life ; that this Way Men went ſilently 
and (moothly* chro the World, and comfortably our 
of ic, not embaraſs'd with the Labours of the Hands 
or of the Head, not fold to the Life of Slavery for 
daily Bread, or harraſs'd with perplex'd Circum- 
ſtan es, which rob rhe Soul of Peace, and the 
Body of Reſt ; not enrag'd with the Paſſion of En- 
vy, or ſecret burning Laſt of Ambition for great 
things ; but in caly Circumſtances ſliding gently 


thro the World, and ſenſibly taſting the Sweets of 


Living, without the bitter, feeling that they are 


happy, and learning by every Day's Experience to ö 


know it more ſenſibly.

would go no more, and I would promiſe by a dou- 
ble Diligence to recover that Time I had loſt. 

This put my Mother into a great Paſſion : She 
told me, ſhe knew it would be to no Purpoſe to 
ſpeak to my Father upon any ſuch Subject, that, he 
knew too well what was my Intereſt to give his Con- 
ſent to any ſuch thing ſo much tor my Hurt,and that 
ſhe wondered how f could think ot any ſuch thing 
afrer ſuch a Diſcourſe as I had had with my Father, 
and ſuch kind and tender Expreſſions as ſhe knew mv 
Father had us'd ro me; and that in ſbort, if I would 
ruin my felt there was no Heip for me ; but I might 
depend I ſhou'd never have their Conſent to it: Thar 
for her Part ſhe woufd not have ſomuchHand in my

Humber, but the V ind began to blow, end the

had never been at Sea botore, 1 was molt ne xpre ſſi- 
ble fick in Body, and tetrity d in Mind: I be- 
gan now ferioulty to te flect upon what I nad done, 
and how just! I was overtaken by the dgment of 
Heaven tor my wicked leaving my Fatiet' Houſe, 
and abandoning my Duty ; all the good Counſel of 
my Parents, my Fathet's Tears and my Mother's 
Entreatics came now eh into my Mind, and m 
Conſcience, which Was not et come to thc Pitch 
of Hardneis to which it has been ſince, reproach d 
me with the Contempt of Advice, Aud the Breach 
of my Daty to God and my Father, 

All this while the Storm encrcas d. and the Fes, 
wiich I had vever been upon before, Went very hieh,

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of the Sea, we ſhould never riſe more; and in this 
Agony of Mind, I made many Vows and Reſolu- 
tions, that if it would pleaſe God here to ſpare 
my Lite this one Voyage, it ever I got once my 
Foot upon dry Land again, I would go directly 
home to my Father, and never (et it into a Ship a- 
gain while I livd; that I would take his Advice, 
and never run my ſelf into ſuch Miſeries as theſe, 
any more. Now | ſaw plainly the Goodneſs of 
his Obſervations about the middle Station of Life, 
how eaſy, how comfortably he had liv'd all his 
Days, and never had been expos'd to Tempeſts 
at Sea, or Troubles on Shore ; and I reſolv'd that 
I would, like a true repenting Prodigal, go Home 
to my Father. 

Theſe wiſe and ſobet Thoughts continued all the 
while the Storm continued, ard indeed ſome time 
after; bur the next Day the Wind was abated and 
the Sea calmer, and 1 began to be a little inur'd 
to it: However I was very grave for all that Day, 
being alſo a little Se- ick ſtill ; but towards Night 
the Weather clear d up, the Wind was quite over, 
and a charming hne Evening follow'd ; the Sun

We had not however rid here ſo long, but ſhould 
have Tidcd it up the River, but thar the Wind 
blew too treſu ; and after we had lain four or five 
Days, blew very hard.

den'd my ſelſ agu F thought the Bitterteſs of 
Death had been paſt Sd that this would be no- 
thing too like the firſt Burt when the Maſter him- 
ſelf came by me, as I faid juſt now, and ſaid we 
ſhould be all loſt, I wa#greadtully frigited : 1 got 
up out of my Cabin, and look'd out; but ſuch a 
diſmal Sight I never ſaw: The Sea went Mountains 
high, and broke upon us every three or four Mi- 
nures : When I could look about, I could ſee no- 
thing but Diſtreſs round us: Two Ships that rid 
near us, we found, had cut their Matis by the 
Board, being deep loaden ; and our Men cry'd out, 
that a Ship which rid about a Mie a- Head of us 
was fonndered. Two more Ships being driven 
from their Archors, were ron out of rhe Roads to 
Sea, at all Adventures, and that hot with a Maſt 
Rarding. Ihe light Ships farcd the beſt, as not 
ſo much labouring in the Sea ; but two or three of 
them drove, and came cloſe by vs, running away 
with only their Sprir-(ail out brigre the Wind, 

Towards Evening the Mate nnd Buatiwain 
begg d the Maller of our Ship to let them cut a- 
way the Fore-m.ſit, wich be was very tnwilling 
to: Bur the Boagiiwain provelting ro him, that it he 
did not, the Ship would ton der, he conſented 3 
and when they had cur awas the Forc-maſt, the 
Main-malt toad fo looſe, and ſhook rhe Ship fo

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Thoughts I had about me at that time, I was in 


ten fold more Horror of Mind uponAccount of my 
former Convictions, and the having returned from 
them to the Reſolut ions | had wickedly taken at firſt, 
tnan I was at Death it ſelf; and theſe, added to the 
Terror of the Storm, put me in ſuch a Condition, 
that I can by no Words deſcribe it. But the worſt 
was not come yet, the Storm continued with ſuch 
Fury, that the Scamen themſelves acknowledged 
they had never known a worſe. We had a good Ship, 
but ſhe was deep loaden, and wallowed in the Sca, 
that the Seamen every now and then cried out, ſhe 
wc uid founder. It was my Advantage in one reſpect, 
that I did not know what they mcant by founder, 
till I enquird. However, the Storm was ſo vio- 


lent, that 1 ſaw what is not often ſeen, the Maſter, * 


the Boat Swain, and ſome others more ſenſible than 
the reſt, at their Prayers, and expecting every Mo- 
ment when the Ship would go to the Hottom. In 
the Middle of the Night, and under all the reſt of 
our Diſtreiſes, one of the Men that had been down 
on Purpoſe to fee, cried out we had ſprung a Leak 
another ſaid there was four Foot Water in the 
Hold. Then all Hands were called to the Pump. 
At that very WOA my Heart, a+ I thought, died 
within me, and I fcll backwards upon the Side of 
my Bed where I ſat, into the Cabin. However, 
rouzed me, and told me, that I chat was 
to da nothing before, was as well able to 
another ; at which I ſtirr'd up, and went 
and work d very heartily, While this

of me; but another Man ſlept up to the Pump, and 
thruſting me aſide with his Foot, let me lye, think- 
ing I had been dead; and it was 4 great while 
betore I came to my ſelf. 

We work d on, but the Water encreaſing in the 
Hold, it was apparent that the Slup wou'd found- 
er, 2d tho' the Storm began to abate a little, yet 
as it was not poſſible ſhe could ſw im till we might 
run ir to a Port, ſo the Maſter continued firing Guns 
for Help ; and a light Ship who had rid it out juſt 
© rw of us, ventured a Boat out to help us. Ir 
was with the utmoſt Hazard rhe Boat came near 
us, but it was impoſſible for us to get on Board, 
or for the Boat to lye ncar the Ship Side, till at laſt 
the Men rowing very hcartily, and venturing their 
Lives to ſave ours, our Men caſt them a Rope over 
the Stern with a Buoy to it, and then vered it our 
a great Length, which they after great Labour and 
Hazard took Wold of, and we haul'd them cloſe 
under our Stern and got all into ghcir Boar, It was 
to no Purpoſe tor them or us att we were in the 
Boat to think of reaching to their own Ship, fo all 
agrecd to ler her drive, and only to pull her in to- 
wards Shore as much as we could, and our Maſter 

lied them, That it the Boat was la d upon 
— he would make it good to their Malice, fo 
partly roving ans parry Erving, our Boat went 
away to the Norward, floaping towards the Shore 
almoſt as far as» ae tun Neſs. 

We were not much more than a Quarter of an 
Hour out of our Ship but we (aw ber fink, and

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ledge I had hardly Eyes to look up when the Sea- 
men told me fic was tuiking ; for from that Mo- 
ment they rAher put mc into the Boat than that 
might be ſaid o go in, my Heart was as it were 
dead within me, partly wich Fright, partly with 
Horror of Mind and ihe Thoughcs of What was 
yet betore mc. 

While we were in this Condition, the Men yet 
labour ng at the Oar to bring tue Boat near the 
Shore, we could Ice, (when our Hoa mount ng the 
Wares, we wcie abc to fee the dhote, a great 
many Pcople rut ning along the Stra d to aflitt us 
when we ſhould come near, but we made but flow 
Way cowards the Shore, nor were we able to reach 
the Shore, till being palt the Light · Houſe at H in- 
tertam, the S orc talis off to the Weltward towards 
Cromer, ard ſo the Land broke oft a little the Vier 
lence of the Wind: Here we got in, and tho! not 
without much Dithculty, got all tafe on S ore, and 
walk d afterwards on Foot to Liu,, where, is 
untortunate Men, we were wid with great Houma» 
nity, as W. by che Magilt ates of the Town, who 
aſlign's us good Quarters, as by particular Mer- 
chants and Owgers of Sap, and had Money gi- 
ved us ii lic ent M carry us citiucr to Landon or back 
to Hil, as we thought ht.

row away ; no, faysI, A, we can ſlip our Cable 
with a Buoy to it and go to Sca, they cannot 
foliow us far ; I had no ſooner ſaid fo, but I per- 
ceiv'd the Creature (whatever it was) within two 
Oar; length, which ſomething ſurpriz d me; hows 
ever I immediarcly ſtept to the Cabin-deos and 


taking up my Gun hr d at him, upon which he im- 
mediatcly turn'd about, and ſwam towards the 
$horc again, 

But ic was impoſible to deſcribe the horrible Moi 
les, ans ludegus Crics and Howlings, that were

er within the Country, upon the Noiſe or 
of a Gun, a thing I have ſome Reaſon to 
lieve thoſe Creatures had never heard before. 
This convinc'd me that there was no going on 
Shore for us in the Night upon that Coaſt, and 
how to venture on Shore in the Day, was another 
Queſtion too; for to have fallen into the Hands 
ot any of the Savages, had been as bad as to 
have falien into the Hands of Lions and Ty- © 
— at 35 we were cqually apprehenſive of tie 
ger of it. 2 
Be that as it would, we were oblig d to go on 
Shore ſomewhere or other tor Water, for we had 
not a Pint left in the Boat ; when ot where to get to 
it was the Point: Xury ſaid, it I would let him go 
on Shore with one of the Jarrs, he would find if 
there was any Water, and bring ſome to me. 1 
ask'd him why he would go? Why I ſhould not go | 
and he ſtay in the Boat f The Boy anſwer d wih 
ſo much Affection, that made me love him ever 
after. Says he, { wild Mans come, they cat me, you 
go wey, Well, Au, ſaid I, we will both go, and 
if the wild Mats come, we will Kill them, they | 
ſhall cat neither of us; fo I gave Ay a Piece of 
Rugk-bread to cat, and a Dram out of our Fa- 
tron's Calc of Bots which 1 mentioned before; | 
and we haul'd the Boar in as near the Shore as we | 
thought was proper, and waded on Shore; car- 
rying nothing but our Arms, and two Jarrs for | 
atcr. 
1 did not carc to £0 out of Sight of che Boar, 
learing the coming of Canocs with Savages 
down the Knete Bur the Boy King a low Place 
about a Mile up this Country, rambled to it, and 
by and by 1 {as him come running towards wr ; 
I chought i was puirlucd by ome Savage, or 
| Lighted 
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= fi with ſome wild Beaſt, and I run forward 
towards him to help him, but when I came nearer 
to him, I aw ſomething hanging over his Shoul- 
| ders, which was a Creature that he had ſhort, like a 
Hare, but difterent in Colour, and longer Legs; 
X however we were very wt! of it, and it was very 
good Meat; but the great Joy that poor Aury 
came with, was to tell me he had found good Wa- 
tet, and ſcen no wild Mans. 
But he found afterwards that we need not take 
& ſuch Pains for Water, for a little higher up the 
Cteck where we were, we found the Water freſh 
3 when the Tide was out, which flows but a little 
= way up; ſo we filled our Jarrs and ſcaſted on the 
Harc we had killed, and prepared to go on our 
Way, having ſeen no Foot-ſteps of any human 
Creature in that part · ot the Country. 
As 1 had bcen one Voyage to this Coaſt before, 
| Knew very well that the Iſlands of the Canaries, 
= and the Cape de Verd Wands alſo, lay not far off 
from the Coalt. But as I had no Inſtruments to 
take an Obſervation to know what Latitude we 
were in, and not exattly know, or at leaſt to te- 
member what Latitude they were in; I knew not 
where tolook tor them, or when to ſtand off ro Seca 
towards them ; otherwile I might now calily have 
| found ſome of theſe Iilands. But my Hope was, 
that if I ſtood along this Coat till 1 came to that 

Part where the Lug traded, 1 ſhould find ſome of 

their Veſlels upon their uſual Delign of Trade, 
| that would relieve and take us in. 

By che belt of wy Calculation, that Place where 
Inow was, mult be chat Country, which lying be» 
tween the Emperor of Mc rad's Dominio!ns and the 
Negroes, Mics wall aid wnuwhabiicd, except by wild 
Beatles the Negros having banden d ot, aid gone 
tarcher South for wear of the Afi ; and the Moy 
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not thinking it worth inhabiting, by Reaſon of it: Id bir 
Barrenneſg; and indeed both fotſak ing it becauſe Which 
of the prodigious Numbers of Tygers, Lyons, 
Leopards, and other furious Creatures which hat- nd la 
bour —_ ſo _ the Moors uſe it for their Hun- 
| ting only, where they go like an Army, two or three 
| thouſand Men at a time; and indeed for near an 
hundred Miles together upon this Coaſt, we ſaw? 
nothing but a wait uninhabited Country, by Day; 
and beard nothing but Howlings and Roaring ci 
wild Beaſts, by Night. 
Once or twice in the Day time, I thought I ſaw 

the Pico of Teneriffe, being the high top of the 
| Mountain Tenerife in the Canaries ; and had a great 
mind to venture out in hopes of reaching thither ; 
bur — tried twice, I was forced in again by 
contrary Winds, the Sea alſo going too high tor my 
lirtle Veſlcl, ſo I reſol d to purſue my firlt Deſigu 
and keep along the Shore. 
Several times I was obliged to land for freſh Wa- 
0 ter, after we had lett this Place ; and once in par- 
ticular, being carly in the Morning, we came to 
an Anchor under a little Point of Land which was 
N high, and the Lide beginning to flow, we 
| ſtill ro go farther in; Mary, whoic Eyes were

I was at a ſtrange Loſs to underſtand this, and 
reſolv'd toſpend ſome Time in the obſerving it, 
ſee if nothing from the Sets of the Tide had oc 
fion'd it; but I was preſently convinc'd how it wa 
viz, That the Tide of Ebb ſetting from the HW 
and joining with the Current of Waters from 
great River on the Shore, muſt be the Occaſion 
this Current; and that according as the Wind! 
more torcibly from rhe i, or trom the North, th 
Current came near, or went farther from the Show 
for waiting thereabouts till Evening, 1 went upt 
the Rock again, and then the Tide of Ebb bei

I obſcrv'd that theſe Wretches new 
came to this Iſland in Search of what they cog 
ger; perhaps not ſccking, not want ing, or note 
pecting any Thing here; and having often, 
doubt, been up in the cover'd woody Part & 
without finding any Thing to their Purpoſe, Il 
I had bcen here now almoſt eighteen Years, ad 
ver ſaw the leaſt Foot-ſteps of Human Crea 
there before; and I might be here eighteen my 
as entirely conceal'd as I was now, if 1 did:

of Occaſion to do, it being my only Buſinck 
keep my ſelf entire concealed where I was, un 
1 found a better fort of Creatures than Canibdl 
make my ſelt known to.

As long as I kept up my daily Tour to the Hill 
10 look our, ſo long alſo I kept up the Vigour of 
my Dclign, and my Spirits ſeem'd to be all the 
while in a ſuitable Form, for ſo outrageous an Exc 
cution as the killing rwenty or thirty naked Sav 
for n Oft:nce which I had not at all centred into 
„ Diſcuſion of in my Thoughts, any furchcr than 
ul ay Paſſions were at firit fir d by the Horror I con- 
tei d at the unnatural Cuſtom of that People of the 
Country, who it ſeems had been ſufter'd by Provi- 
dence, in his wile Diſpoſition of the World, to have 
tw other Guide than that of their own abominable 
md vitiated Paſſions ; and conſequently were left, 
md perhaps had been fo for ſome Apes, to act ſuch 
lord Things, and receive fuch dreadful Cur 
homs, as nothing bur Nature entirely abandon'd 
« Heaven, and acicd by ſome , lliſh Degeneracy, 
wild have run them into: But now when, as | 
ve laid, 1 began to be weary of the fruideſs Ex 
lion which 1 had made ſo long, and fo far, eve 
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ry Morning in vain, ſo my Opinion of the Attio 
itſelf began to alter, wat began - 
calmer Thoughts to conſider what it was | was go. 
ge in; what Authority or Call 1 had, 
to to be Judge and Executioner upon theſe 
Men as Criminals, whom Heaven had thought fi 
for ſo many Ages to ſuffer, unpuniſh'd, to go on, 
and to be, as it were, the Executioners of his Jude- 
ments one upon another : How far theſe People 
were Offenders againſt me, and what Right 1 had 
to engage in the Quarrel of that Blood, which they 

promiſcuouſly one upon another, I debated 
this very often with my ſelf thus: How do 1 know 
what God himſelf judges in this particular Caſe ? * 
is certain theſe People do not commit this as 3 
Crime; it is not againſt their own Conſcience te- 
proving, or their Light reproaching them. They 
do not know it to be an Offence, and then comm: 
it in Defiance of divine Juſtice, as we do iu amo 
all the Sins we commit. They think it no mores 
Crime to kill a Captive taken in War, than we 4&6 
to kill an Ox; nor to ext human Fleſh, than we de 
to eat Mutton. 
When | had conſider d this a little, it follow'd ne- 
ceſſarily, that I was certainly in the Wrong it; 
that theſe People Welte not Murderers in the ge 
that I had before condemned them in my Thouzhs; 
any more thin thoſy Chriſtians were Murdere:rs, who 
often put to Death the Prifo ers taken in Barrie; 
or more frequently, upo many Occaſion”, put 
whole Troops of Ma to the Sword, without & 
ving Quarter, tho" they threw down their Am 
and ſubmirted. 
In the next Place it occur me, that atbeir the 
Uſage they gave one u other was thus brut 
and inhuman ;_ yet it was really nothing to m 
Theſe Peop'e had done mig wo tijury « That HO 
a CM ps 
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tempted me, or 1 faw it neceſſary for my imme- 
fate Preſervation to fall upon them, ſomet hing 
night be faid for it ; but that I was yet out of their 
Power, and they had really no Knowledge of me, 
ad conſequently no Deſign upon me; a:d there- 
fore it could not be juſt for me to fall upon them. 
That this would juſtify the Condutt of the Spaniards 
in all their Barbarities prattis'd in America, where 
they deſtroyed Millions of theſe People, who, how- 
ever they were Idolaters and Barbarians, and had ſe- 
ral bloody and barbarous Rites in their Cu 
lch as facrificing human Bodies to their Idols, 
vere yet, as to the Spaniards, very innocent People;

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On the other hand, 1 argu'd with myſelf, Thu 
this really was the Way not todeliver myſelf, bu 
entirely to ruin and deſtroy myſelf; for unlek | 
was ſure to kill every one that not only ſhould be 
on Shore at that I ime, but that ſhould ever come 
on Shore afterwards, it but one of them eſcap'd, i 
tell their Country-Pcople what had happen, 
they would come over avain Ann to re- 
venge the Death of their Fellows, and 1 ſhould 
only bring upon myſelf a certain DeſtruQion, 
u hich at preſent l had no manner of Occaſion for 
Upon the M hole I concluded, that neither is 
Principles nor in Policy I ought ene Way or cther 
to concern myiclt in this flair. That my Bub 
nels was by all pe ſſible Means to conceal mf 
from them, and not to I-ave the leaſt Signal 10 
them to gueſs by, that there were any living Cres 
tures upon the land ; I mean of human Shape 
Religion join'd in with this Prudential, and! 
was convirve'd now many Ways, that 1 was per- 
ſectly out of my Duty, when | was laying all my

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mitted it; and I gave moſt humble Thanks on my 
Knees to God, that had thus delivered me from 
Blood-guiltineſs ; beſeechirg him to grant me the 
protection of his Providence, that I might not fall 
into the Hands of Barbarians ; or that I might not 
lay my Hands upon them, unleſs I had a more 
clear Call from Heaven to do it, in Defence of my 
own Lite. 

In this Diſpoſition I continued for near a Year 
after this ; and ſo far was I from deſiring an Oc- 
caſion for falling upon theſe Wretches, that in all 
that Time 1 never once went up the Hill to ſee

The ts of this ſometimes ſunk my very 
Soul withia me, and diſtre(s'd my Mind fo much, 
that I could not ſoon recover it, to think what!

have had Preſence of Mi d enough to do what | 
might have done; much leſs, what now after ts 
much Conſideration and Preparation I might be

They had two Canes with them, which they had 
haled up upon the Shore; and as it was then Tide 
of Ebb, they ſcem'd to me to wait for the Return 
of the Flood, to go away again; it is not caſy to 
imagine what fuſion this Sight put me imo, 
eſpecially ſeeing them come on my ſide the Iſland, 
and ſo near me too; but when I obſerv'd then 
coming muſt be always with the Current of the 
Ebb, 1 began aiterwards to be more ſedate in my 
Mind, being ſarisfy'd that I might go abroad with 
Safety all the Time of the Tide of Flood, if they 
were not on Shore before: And having made this 
Obſervation, I went abroad about my Harv 
Work with the more Compoſure.

Firſt 1 imagin'd, that upon ſeeing my Light, they

many Tears I had, indeed, gotten two Par 
Shoes now, which I took off of the Feet of t

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wo drown'd Men, who 1 ſaw in the Wreck; and 
| found two pair more in one of the Cheſts, which 
were very welcome to me; but they were not like 
our Exg li Shoes, cither for caſe or ſervice, being 
rather what we call Pumps than Shoes : 1 found 
nthis Scaman's Cheſt about fifty Pieces of Eight 
n Royals, but no Gold; I ſuppoſe this bclong'd 
0 4 poorer Man than the other, which ſeem'd to 
belong to ſome Officer. | 
Well, however, I lugged this Money home to 
my Cave, and laid it up, as I had done that before, 
which I brought from our own Ship; but it was 
great Pity, as I ſaid, that the other part of this 
Ship had not come to my ſhare, for I am ſatisfy d I 
night have loaded my Cane ſeveral times over 
with Money, which, if I had cver c{cap'd to Ex- 
kad, would have lain here ſafc enough till I might 
have come again and ferch'd it. 

Having now brought all my Things en ſhore, 
ad ſecur d them, | went back to my Boat, and 
ww'd or paddicd her along the ſhore to her old 
Harbour, where I laid her up, and made the beſt of 
ny Way to my old Habitation, where I found 
every Thing ſate and quiet; ſo | began to repoſe 
pyſclf, live after my old Faſhion, and take Care of 
ny Family Affairs; and for a while, I liv'd eaſy 
mough ; only that I was more vigilant than I us'd 
tobe, look'd out oftner, and did not go abroad fo 
nach; and if at any time I did ſtir with any Free- 
dom, it was always to the Eaſt Part of the land, 
where I was pretty well ſatisfy'd the Savages never 
came, and where | could go without ſo many Pre- 
cautions, and ſuch a Load of Arms and Ammuni- 
bon, as | always carry'd with me if 1 went the 


Way. 
1 this Condition near ²õo Vears more ; 
but my unlucky m_ was ways to let me 
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know it was born to make my miſcrable, 
was all the two Years fill'd with Projects and De un 
ſigns how, if it were poſſible, I might get aw etch 
from this Iland; for ſometimes I was for making 
another Voyage to the Wreck, tho* my Reason 
told me that there was nothing left thete worth the 
Hazard of my Voyage: Sometimes for a Ramble 
one _ ſomerimes another; and I believe verily, 
it 1 had the Boat that I went from Saler in, 
I ſhould have ventured to Sea, bound any where 
I knew not whither. 
I have been, in all my Circumſtances, a Meme 
to thoſe who are touch d with the general Plague 
of Mankind, whence, for ought I know, one half 
of their Miſerics flow ; I mean, that of not being 
_y with the Station wherein God and Ns 
ture hath plac'd them; for not to look back upan 
my primitive Condition, and the excellent Advice 
my Father, the Oppoſition to which was, 4 
may call it, my Ot Six, my ſubſcquen 
Miſtakes of the ſame kind had been the means 
my coming into this miſerable Condition; for had 
that Providence, which ſo happily had ſcatcd me 
at the Nah, as 4 Plantcr, bleſs d me with con- 
fin'd Deſires, and I could have been contented 
bave gone on gradually, I might have been by rhis 
Time, J] mean in the Time of my being in this Jad, 
one of the moſt conſiderable Planters in the Bs 
|; nay, 1 am perſwaded, that by the Improie 
ments I had made in that little time I li d char 
and the Encreaſc 1 ſhould y have made, if 
h.d Ray'd, 1 might have been worth an hundrd 
thouland Ade, ; and what Buſineſs had 1. 
leave a ſertied Fortune, a wdl-ſtock'd Plantation 
Improving and increaſing, to turn aCay' 
Fin, to fetch Negroes, when Patience 
Time would have ſo encreas'd our as 


: 
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Home, that we could have bought them at our 
own Door, from thoſe whoſe Bulineſs it was to 
ferch hem? and though it had coſt us ſomething 
more, yet the Difference of that Price was by no 
means worth ſaving at ſogreat a Hazard. 

But as this is ordinarily the Fate of young Heads, 
ſo Reflection upon the Folly of it is as ordinarily 
the Exerciſe of more Years, or of the dear-bought 
Experience of Time; and fo it was with me now; 
md yet ſo deep had the Miſtake taken Root in 

ompr, that I could not ſatisfy my ſelf in 
my Station, but was continually poring upon the 
Mcans and Poſſibility of my Eſcape from this 
Place; and that I may with the greater Pieaſure to 
the Reacer bring on the remaining Part of my Sto- 
y, it may not be improper to give ſome Account 
of my firſt Conceptions on the Subject of this 
ooliſh Scheme for ry Eſcape ; and how, and upon 
what Foundation I acted, 

am now to be ſuppos d retir'd into my Caſtle, 
ther my late Voyage to the Wreck, my Frigate 
ud up, and ſecur d under Water as uſual, and my 
Condition reſtor'd ro what it was before : I had 
more Wealth, indeed, than I had before, but was 
not at all the richer ; for I had no more Uſe for it, 
than the Indians of Peru had before the Spaniards 
came there, 

It was one of the Nights, in the rainy Seaſon in 
March, the four and twentieth Year of my firſt ſet- 
ing Foot in this Iſland of Solitarineſs, I was lying 


un my Bed, or Hammock, awake, very well in 
"A had no Pain, no Di 0 Uncaſiocſs 
of Body, no, nor any U of Mind, more 


ban ordinary ; but could by no means cloſe m 
Night long, otherwiſe than 8s follows : 
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It is as i ble as needleſs,” to ſet down the 
innumerable Crowd of Thoughts that whirl'd 
through that grear Thorowfair of the Brain, the 
Memory, in this Night's Time: I run over the 
whole Hiſtory of my Life in Miniature, or by 
Abridgment, as I may call it, to my coming to thu 
Iſland; and alſo of the Part of my Life ſince! 
came to this Iſland. In my Reflections upon the 
State of my Caſe, ſince I came on Shore on this 
Iſland, I was comparing the happy Poſture of my 
Affairs, in the firſt Years of my Habitation here, 
compar'd to the Life of Anxiety, Fear, and Care, 
which I hadliv'd in ever ſince I had ſeen the Print of 
a Foot in the Sand; not that I did not believe the 
Savages had frequented the Iſland even all the while, 
and might have been (ſeveral Hundreds of them at 
Times on Shore there; but I had never known it, 
and was incapable ot any Apprehenſions about it; 
my Satisfaction was perfect, tho“ my Danger was 
the ſame; and 1 was as happy in not knowing my 
Danger, as if I had never rcally been expos d to it 
This furnſh'd my Thoughts with many very pro- 
firable Reflections, and particularly this one, How 
infinitely Good that Providence is, which has pro- 
vided in its Government of Mankind ſuch narrow 
Bounds to his Sight and Knowledge of Things: 
and tho' he walks in the midſt of ſo many thouſ.nd 
Dangers, the Sight of which, if diſcover'd rohim, 
would diſtract his Mind, and fink his Spirits, hc 1s 
kept ſerene and calm, by having the Events of 
Things hid from his Eyes, and knowing nothing 
of the Dangers which ſurround him. 

Aſter theſe Thoughts had for ſome Time. cntcr- 
tain'd me, I came to reſlect ſeriouſly upon the rea! 
Danger I had been in for ſo many Years in this 
very Iſland ; and how I had walk d about in the 
greateſt Security, and with ll poſſible Tranquil 
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ty ; even when perhaps nothing but a Brow of a 
Hill, a great Tree, or the caſual Approach of 
Night, had been between me and the worſt Kind 
of Deſtruction, viz. That of talling into the Hands 
of Canibals and Savages, who would have ſciz d 
on me with the ſame View as I did ot a Goat or 
2 Turtle, and have thought it no more a Crime to 
kill and devour me, than I did of a Pidgeon or a 
Curliev, I ſhould unjuſtly flander my ſelf, if 1 
hould ſay I was not ſincerely thankful to my great 
freſerver, to whoſe ſingular Protection I acknow- 
kdg'd, with great Humility, that all theſe un- 
known Dclivcrances were due; and without which 
| maſt incvirably have fallen into their mercileſs 
Hands. 

When theſe Thoughts were over, my Head was 
for ſome time taken up in conſidering the Nature 
of theſe wrerched Creatures, I mean, the Savages ; 
and how it came to paſs in the World, that the 
wiſe Governour of all Things ſhould give up any 
of his Creatures to ſuch Inhumanity ; nay, to ſome- 
thing fo much below even Brutality itſelf, as to 
devour its own Kind: Bur as this ended in ſome 
(at that Time fruitleſs) Speculations, it occur d 
is me to enquire, what Part of the World theſe 
Wrerches liv'd in ; how far off the Coaſt was from 
whence they came; what they ventur'd over ſo far 
hom Home for ; what Kind of Boats they had; 
ad why I might not order my ſelf, and my Buſi- 
wels fo, that I might be as able to go over thi- 
her, as they were to come to me, 

I never ſo much as troubled my ſelf to conſider 
what I mould do with my felf when I came thi- 
ther ; what would become of me, if I fell into the 
Hands of rhe Savages ; or how I ſhould eſcape from 
bem, if chey attempred me ; no, nor fo much as 
ww it was poſſible ſot me to tcach the Coaſt, and 

not 
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not be attempted by ſome or other of them, with. 
out any Poſſibility of delivering my felt ; and if l 
ſhould not fall into their Hands, hes L ſhould do 
for Proviſion, or whither I ſhou:d bend my Courſe 
none of theſe Thoughts, I ſay, ſo much as came 
in my way ; but my Mind was wholly bent upon 
the Notion of my paſſing over in my Boat to (he 
main Land: I look d back upon my pcelent Condi- 
tion, as the moſt miſcrable that could poſſibly be; 
that I was not able io throw my ſelf into any t 
but Death that could be call d worre tha: cv 
reach d the Shore 1 the Main, I might pcrhaps 
meet with Kclicf,. I mi c coalt along, as I did 
on the Shore of 4 „ ill cam to — N14» 
bited Country, anc where might fnd 1ome Re- 
licf; and alter all, perl. ! might tall in with 
ſome Chriſtian Ship tua rake me in; 4 
if the worle came to the worit, I could but die, 
which would put an Erd to all theic Miſer a 
once. Pray note, All this was the Fruit of a di. 
turb d Mind, an impaticnt Temper, made as it 
were deſperate by the long Continuance of my 
Troubles, and the Dilappointments I had met in 
the Wreck I nad been on board of, and wheel 
had been fo hc the obtaining what I ſo carneltly 
_ for, wiz. lome Body to ſpeak to, and to learn 
ve from of the Place where I was, 
—— the probable Means of my Deliverance; 
I ſay, 1 was agitated wholly by theſe Thoughts : 
All my Calm of Mind in my ion to Pro- 
vidence, and waiting the Iiusc of the Diſpotinons 
of Heaven, ſerm'd to be ſuſpended ; and I had, as 
it were, no Power to tum my Thoughts to any 
Thing, but to the Project of a Voyage to the 
* hic came uon pe 1 luch Force, and 
I an Imapctugiuty of that u was notio 
* .

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When this had agitated my Thoughts for tw 
Hours, or more, with ſuch Violence, that it ſer 
my very Blood into a Ferment, and my Pulſe beat 
as high as it I had been in a Fever, merely with 
the extraordinary Fervour of my Mind about it; 
Nature, as if I had bcen fatigued and exhauſted 
with the very Thought of it, threw me into a 
ſound Slcep : One would have thought I ſhould 
have dreamt ot it; but 1 did not, nor of any 
thing relating to it; but I dreamt, that as I was 
ing out in the Morning, as uſual, trom my Caſtle, 
ſaw upon the ſhore rwo Canves, and eleven Sava- 
ges coming to Land, and that they brought with 
them another Savage, who they were going to kill, 
in order to cat him; when, on a ſudden, the Sa-

Was no maze than a Dream, were equally extra- 
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vagant the other way, and threw me into a 
great Dejection of Spirit. "YE 
Upon this, however, I made this Concluſion, 
That my only way to go about an Attempt for an 
Eſcape, was, if poſſible, ro get a Savage into my 
Poſſeſſion ; and it poſſible, it ſhould be one of their 
Priſoners, whom they had condemn'd to be eaten, 
and ſhould bring thither to kill; but theſe Thoughts 
ſtill were attended with this Difficulty, that it was 
impoſſible to effect this, without attacking a whole 
Caravan of them, and killing them all; and this 
was not only a very deſperate Attempt, and might 
mi ; bur, on the other hand, 1 had greatly 
ſcrupled the Lawfulneſs of it to me, and my Hear: 
trembled at the Thoughts of ſhedding ſo much 
Blood, tho' it was for my Deliverance. I nced 
not repeat the Arguments which occur d to me 
againſt this, they being the ſame mention d beſote 
But tho' I had other Reaſons to offer now, (un. 
that thoſe Men were Enemies to my Lite, and 
would devour me, if they could, that it was Scl. 
eſervation in the higheſt Degree, to deliver my- 
if from this Death of a Liſe, and was acting in 
my own Defence, as much as it they were actually 
aſlaulting me, and the like: I ſay, tho theſe things 
argued for it, yet the Thoughts of ſhedding hu- 
mane Blood for my Deliverance, were very terrible 
to me, and ſuch as | could by no means rcconcil 
myſelf to a great while, 
However, at laſt, after many ſecret Diſputes 
with myſelf, and after great Perplexitics about 
ir, (for all theſe Arguments, one way and another 
ſiruggicd in my Head long time,) the cager pre 
vailing Deſire of Deliverance at length maſters 
all the reſt, and I reſolv'd, it poſſible, to get & 
of thoſc Savages into wy Hands, coſt what 
would 
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would. My next thing then was to contrive how 
to do it; and this indeed was very difficult to re- 
ſolve on. But as I could pitch upon no probable 
Means tor it, fo I reſolv d to put myſelf upon the 
Watch, io {ce them when they came on ſhore, and 
leave the reſt to rhe Event, taking ſuch Meaſures 
as the Opportunity ſhould preſcur, let be what 
would be. 

With theſe Reſolutions in my Thoughts, I ſer 

myſclt upon the Scout, as often as poſſibic, and 
indeed ſo often till I was heartily tired of it; for 
it was above a Year and a half that 1 waited, and 
for great part of that Time went out to the Weſt 
End, and to the South-Weſt Corner of the Iſland 
almoſt every Day, to ſee for Canoes, but none 
appear'd. This was very diſcouraging, and be- 
gan to trouble me much; tho” I can't ſay that it 
did in this caſe as it had done ſome time before 
that, (viz) wear oft the Edge of my Deſire to the 
thing ; bur the longer it ſeem'd to be delay d, the 
more cager I was for it: in a word, 1 was not at 
firſt ſo careful to ſhun the fight of theſc Savages, 
and avoid being ſeen by them, as I was now eager 
to be upon them. 
Beſides, I fancied myſclf able to manage one, 
nay, two or three Savages, if I had them, fo as 
to make them enrircly Saves ro me, to do what- 
ever I ſhould direct them, and to prevent their be- 
ing able at any time to do me ary Hurt, It was « 
great while that I plcas'd myſclt with this Aﬀai 
but nothing ſtill preſented ; all my Fancies 
Schemes came to nothing, for d Savages came 
near me for a great while. 

About a Year and half after I had entertain 
theſe Notions, and, by long muſirg, had as it Weng 
refaly'd them all into nothing, for want of an oc 
calion to put them in Execution, I was furpriz's 
96 
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one Morning early, with ſecing no leſs than fie 


Canoes all on ſhore together on my fide the Iſland, 
and the People who belong'd to them all 
and out of my ſight : The Number of them broke 
all my meaſures ; for ſecing ſo many, —— 
ing that they always came four, or ſix, or ſometimes 
more, in a Boat, I could not tell what to think of 
it, or how to take my meaſures, to attack twen- 
ty or thirty Men fingle-handed ; ſo I lay till in 
my Caſtle, perplex'd and diſcomforted : However 
I put myſelt into all the ſame Poſtures for an At- 
rack, that I had formerly provided, and was juſt 
ready for Action, if any thing had preſented. Ha- 
ing waitcd a gone while, liſtening to hear if they 
any Noile, _— being very impatient, 
I ſer my Guns at the Foot of my Ladder, and 
clamber'd up to the Top of the Hill by my two 
1275 as uſual, ſtanding ſo, however, that my 
did not appear above the Hill ; ſo that they 
could not perceive me by any means: Here I ob 
ſerv'd, by the help of my Perſpective-Glaſs, that 
were no leſs than thirty in Number; that 
they had a Fire kindled ; that they had had Men 
dreſs'd ; how they had cook'd it, that | knew not, 
or What it was; but they were all dancing in! 
know not how many barbarous Geſtures and Fi- 
„their own way, round the Fire. 

While 1 was thus looking on them, I perceived 
by my Perſpe&i: c two miſerable Wretches drag'd 
from the Boats, where, it ſeems, they were laid by, 
and were now brought out for the Slaughter. 1 

received one of them immediately fell, being 

nock'd down, I ſuppoſe with a Club or wooden 
Sword, for that was their way, and two or three 
others were at work immediately, curting him open 
for their . — while the other Victim was left 


dada by himſelf, uf dhe, ſhould be ready (or

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him. In that very Moment this poor Wretch ſee- 
rg himſelf a little at Liberty, Nature inſpired him 
with Hopes of Life, and he ſtarted away from 
them, and ran with incredible Swiftneſs along the 
Sands directly towards me, I mean, towards that 
of the Coaſt where my Habitation was. 
| was dreadfully frighted (that I muſt acknow- 
edge) when 1 perceived him to run my way; 
nd eſpecially, when as I thought I ſaw him pur- 
ſued by the whole Body; and now 1 expected 
that part of my Dream was coming to paſs, and 
that he would certainly take ſhelter in my Grove; 
but I could not depend by any means upon my 
Dream for the reſt of it, (viz.) that the orher Sa- 
rages would not purſuc him thither, and find him 
there, However, | kept my ſtation, and my Spi- 
its began to recover, when I found that there was 
not abeve three Men that follow'd him; and till! 
notre was I encouraged, when I found that he out- 
iripe them exceedingly in running, and gain'd 
Ground of them, fo that if he could but hold it 
for half an Hour, 1 ſaw eaſily he would fairly get 
away from them all. 

There was between them and my Caſtle the 
Creek which I mention'd often at the firſt part of 
my Story, when I landed my Cargocs out of rhe 
Ship ; and this, I ſaw plainly, he muſt neceflari'y 
wim over, or the poor Wieich would be rake! 
there : But when the Savage eſcaping came thi- 
ther, he made nothing of it, tho' the Tide was 
then up, but plunging in, ſwam thio* in abour 
thirty ſtrokes, or therceabours, landed, and ran ©: 
wth exceeding ſtrength and ſwittnc(s; when t 
three Perſons came to the Creck, 1 found tha: 
two of them covid (w'm, bur the third could not, 
md that landing on the other fide, he cob d ar 
the other, but went no farther and ſoon after were 
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ſoftly back again, which, as it happen'd, was 
well for him in the main. * 
I obſerv d, that the two who ſwam, were yet 
more than twice as long ſwimming over the Creek 
as the Fellow was that fied from them: It came 
now very warmly upon my Thoughts, and indeed 
irreſiſtibly, that now was my Time to get me x 
Servant, and perhaps a Companion, or A ſſiſtam 
and that I was call d plainly by Providence to fave 
this Creature's Life; I immediately run down 
the Ladders with all poſſible Expedition, ſetch d 
my two Guns, for they were both but at the Foot 
the Ladders, as I obſerv'd above ; and getting 
again with the ſame haſte, to the top of the

Swords ſo ſharp, ſo heavy, and the Wood is { 
hard, that they will cut off Heads even with them, 
ay and Arms, and that at one Blow too.

I underſtood him in many Things, ard 
let him know I was very well plcas'd with him; in 
a little Time I began to ſpeak to him, and teach 
him to ſpeak to me; and firſt, I made him kn 
his Name ſhould be Friday, which was the Day 
ſav'd his Life; I call'd him ſo for the Memory « 
the Time; I likewiſe taught him to ſay Maſter, an 
then let him know that was to be my Name;

carthen Pot, and let him ſee me drink it bd 
him, yd ſop my Bread in it; and 1 gave hin 
Cake of Bread to do the like, which he quid!

I kept there with him all that Night, but as ſo 
as it was Day, I beckon'd to him to come wil 
me, and let him know I would give him {© 
Coachs, at which he ſecm'd very glad, for he v 
ſtark-naked: As we went by the Place where 
had bury'd therwo Men, he pointed exattly tot 
Placc, and ſhew d me the Marks chat he 
made to find them again, making Signs 50 1 
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that we ſhould dig them up again, and cat them ; 
a this I __ d very angry, expreſs'd my Ab- 

it, made as if I would vomit at the 
2 of it, and beckon d with my Hand to 
bn ro come away, which he did — 
great Submiſſion. I then led him up to the 
NO Har to ſee if his Enemies were gone; 
"oP pulling out my Glaſs, I look'd, and ſaw plain- 
* "oy Place — they had been, but no Appea- 
rance of them, or of their Canes ſo that it was 
plain that they were gone, and had left their two 
Comrades behind them, without any Search after 
them. 
But I was not content with this Diſcovery, but 
having now morc Courage, and conſcquently more 
Curioſity, I took my Man Friday with me, givin 
um the Sword in his with the Bow 
Arrows at his Back, which I found he could uſe 
—— „making him carry one Gun for me, 
Itwo for myſelſ, and away we march'd to the 
Pace where theſe Creatures had been; for I had a 
mind now to get ſome fuller Intelligence of them: 
When Er to the Place, my very Blood ran 
chill in my Veins, and my Heart ſunk within me 
» the Mawer of the Spotters: Indeed it was a 
weadtul Sight, at leaſt it wasſo to me, tho Fr 
made nothing of it: The Place was cover d wi 
tumanc Boncs, the Ground dy d with their Blood, 
eat Pieces of Fichh left — and there, half 
ten, mangled and ſcorch'd and, in ſhort, all che 
Tokens of the triumphant Feaſt they had been 
making there, after a Victory over their Enemies, 
Law three Skulls, five Hands, and the Bones of 
lives or four Legs and Feet, and abundance of other 
Parts of the Bodies and Friday, by his Signs, made 
mc underſtand chat they brought over four Priſoners 
Þ (caſt upon, es ns &f them Bs 0200 apy 
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and that he, pointing to himſelf, was the fourth 
That there had been a great Battel between them 
and their next King, whoſe ſubjects it ſeems he had 
been one of ; and that they had taken a great Num. 
ber of Priſoners, all which were carried to ſevers! 
Places by thoſe that had taken them in the Fight, 
in order to feaſt upon them, as was done here by 
theſe Wretches upon thoſe they brought hither. 

I caus'd Friday to gather all the Skulls, Bones, 
Fleſh, and whatever remain d, and lay them to- 
gether on a Heap, and make a great Fire upon it, 
and burn them all to Aſhes: I found Friday had tit 
a hankering ſtomach after ſome of the Fleſh, and 
was ſtill a Canibal in his Nature; but I diſcover'd 
ſo much Abhorrence at the very Thoughts of it, and 
at the lcaſl Appearance of it, that he durſt not di. 
cover it; for I had, by ſome means, let him knov 
that I would kill him if he offer d it. 

When we had done this we came back to our 
Caſtle, and there I fell ro work for my Man Fido; 
and firſt of all I gave him a Pair of Linen Drawer: 
which I had out of the poor Gunner's Cheſt 1 mer 
tion'd, and which 1 found in the Wreck ; and which 
with a little Alteration, fitted him very well; t. 
I made him a Jerkin of Goat s-skin, as well as my 
$kill would allow ; and 1 was now grown a tolcrable 
good Taylor; and I gave him a Cap, which 1 
made of a Harc-skin, very convenient and faſhic 
able enough; and thus he was cloath'd, for t 
preſent, rolerably well, and was mighty well pleas 
to ſee himſelf almoſt as well cloath'd as his Maſter 
It is true, he went aukwardly in theſe things at fir 
wearing the Drawers was very aukward to hut 
and the Sleeves of the Waiſtcoat ga!l'd his Shou 
ders, and the infide of his Arms but a lietie cal 


them, where he complain'd they hurt hum, 47 
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afing himſelf to them, at length he took to them 
well. 
he next Day after I came Home to my Hutch 
with him, I began to conſider where I ſhould lodge 
him ; and that I might do well for him, and yet be 
perfectly caſy myſelt, I made a little Tent for him 
n the vacant Place berwcen my two Fortifications, 
in the Inſide of the laſt, and in the Outſide of the 
firſt: And as thcre was a Door or Entrance there 
mo my Cave, I made a formal fram'd Door · caſe, 
and a Door to it of Boards, and ſet it up in the 
Pallage, a little within the Entrance; and cauſing 
the Door to open on the Inſide, I bar'd it up in the 
Night, raking in my Ladders too; ſo that Friday 
could no way come at me in the Inſide of my inner- 
noſt Wall, without making ſo much Noiſe in gettin 
over, that it mult needs waken me; for m fell 
Wall had now a compleat Roof over it of long 
foles, covering all my Tent, and leaning up to the 
kde of che Hill, which was again laid croſs with 
aller Sticks inſtead of Laths, and then thatch'd 
wer a great Thickneſs with the Rice-Straw, which 
ras ſtrong like Reeds ; and at the Hole or Place 
which was left to go in or out by the Ladder, I had 
ac d a kind of Trap door, which if it had been 
mempred on the Out ſide, would not have open'd 
« all, bur would have fallen down, and made a 
peat Noiſe ; and as to Weapons, I took them all 
8 tomy Side every Night, 

But 1 needed none of all this Precaution ; for 
wer Man had 2 more faithful, loving, ſincere Ser- 
war than Friday was to me; without Paſſions, 


elennels, or Deſigns, perfectly oblig d and en- 


Wd; his very Aﬀetions were ty d to me, like 
of a Child to a Father; and 1 dare lay, he 

id have ſacrificed his Life for the ſaving mine, 
any Occ afion n : the many Teſtimo- 
| 4 tncs 
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nies he gave me of this, it out of doubt, and 
ſoon convinc'd me, that I needed to uſe no Pre- 
cautions as to my ſafety on his account. 

This frequently gave me Occaſion to obſerye, 
and that with wonder, that however it had pleaſed 
God in his Providence, and in the Government of 
the Works of his Hands, to take from ſo great 2 
Part of the World of his Creatures, the beſt Uſes 
to which their Faculties and the Powers of their 
Souls are adapted; yet that he has beſtow'd upon 
them the ſame Powers, the ſame Reaſon, the ſame 
Aﬀec&ions, the ſame Scntiments ot Kindneſs and 
Obligation, the ſame Paſſions and Reſent ments of 
Wrongs, the ſame Senſe of Gratitude, Sincetity, 
Fidelity, and all the Capacitics of doing Good, 
and recciving Good, that he has given to us ; and 
that when he pleaſcs to offer them Occaſions 0 
exerting theſe, they are as ready, nay, more ready 
to apply them to the right Uſes for which they 
were beſtow'd,, than we are. And this made me 
very melancholy ſometimes, in reflecting, as the ſe- 
veral Occaſions how mean a Uſe wv: 
make of all theſe, even though we have the 
Powers enlighten d by the great Lamp of Inſtr 
ction, the Spirit of God, and by the Knowledge & 
his Word, added to our Underſtanding ; and why 
it has plcas'd God to hide the like ſaving Know 
ledge from ſo many Millions of Souls, who (ﬆ 1 
might judge by this poor Savage) would make 4 
much better Uſe of ut than we did. 

From hence 1 ſometimes was led too far to it- 
vade the Sovercignty of Providence ; and, as it wear, 
arraign the Juſtice of fo arbitrary a Diſpoſition of 
Things, that ſhould hide that Light from ſome, 
and reveal it to others, and yer expet a like Duty 
from both: Burt I ſhut it up and check's m 
Thoughts with this Concluſion, Firft, That we d 

er 
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not know by what Light and Law theſe ſhould be 
:ondemn'd ; but that, as God was neceſlarily, and, 
by the Nature of his Being, inſinitely holy and juſt, 
ſo it could not be, but that if theſe Creatures were 
all ſentenc d to abſence from himſelf, it was on ac- 
count of ſinning againſt that Light, which, as the 
Scripture ſays, was a Law to themſelves, and 
ſuch Rules as their Conſciences would acknowledge 
to be juſt, tho the Foundation was not diſcover'd 
to us: And, Secondly, That ſtill as we are all the 
Clay in the Hand ot the Potter, no Veſſel could 
ſay to him, Why haſt thou form'd me thus ?

After I had been two or three Days return'd to 
my Caſtle, I chought, that, in order to bring Friday 
of from his horrid way of tceding, and trom the 
Reliſh of a Canibal's Stomach, I ought to let him 
alle orher Ficſh ; fo 1 took him our with me one 
Morning to the Woods, 1 went, indeed, intending 
to Kill a Kid out of my own Flock, and bring it 
bome and dreſs it But as 1 was going, 1 faw 
L She Coat lying down in the Shade, and two 
eng Kids frting by het catch d hold of Friday, 
bold, fays I, ſtand Ill; and made ſigus io him 
1,0t 
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not to ſtir, immediately I preſented my Piece, ſhox 
and kill d one of the Kids. The poor Creature, 
who had at a Diſtance, indeed, ſeen me kill the Sa- 
vage, his Enemy, but did not know, or could 
imagine, how it was done, was ſenſibly ſurpriz'd, 
trembled and ſhook, and look d fo amaz'd, that I 
t he would have funk down. He did not 
ſee the Kid I had hor at, or perceive 1 had kill'd 
it, but rip'd up his Waſtecoat to feel if he was not 
wounded ; and, as I found, preſently thought | was 
reſolv'd to kill him; for he came and knecled down 
to me, and embracing my Knees, ſaid a great 
many Things I did not underſtand, but I could 
eaſily ſee that the Meaning was to pray me not to 
Kill him, 
I ſoon found a Way to convince him that I would 
do him no Harm, and taking him up by the Hand, 
b'd at him, and pointing to the Kid which | 
kill'd, beckon'd, to him to run and fetch it, 
which he did; and while he was wondering and 
looking to ſce how the Creature was kill'd, I loaded 
my Gun again, and by-and-by I ſaw a great Fow!

ſome of the Fleſh, and made ſome very good Broth ; 
and after I had begun to cat ſome, I gave ſome to 
my Man, who ſeem'd very glad of it, and lik'd it 
very well; but that which was ſtrangeſt to him, was 
tolee me cat Salt with it; he made a ſign to me, 
that rhe Halt was not good to cat, and putting a 
little into his own Mouth, he ſecm'd to nauſcarec ir, 
and would (pit and ſputter at it, waſhing his Mouth 
with freſh Water after it; on the other hand, 1 tool 
ſome Meat in my Mouth without Halt, and I pre- 
tended to ſpit and ſputter for want of Salt, as fait gs 
be had done at the Halt; but it would not do, 4 
wou 
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would never care for Salt with his Meat, or in his 
Broth ; at leaſt, not a great while, and then but a 
very little. 

Having thus fed him with boil'd Meat and 
1 was reſolv'd to feaſt him the next Day 
with roaſting a Piece of the Kid; this I did by 
hanging it before the Fire in a ſtring, as I had ſeen 
many People do in England, ſetting two Polcs up, 
one on each ſide the Fire, and one croſs on the top, 
and tying the ſtring to the croſs ſtick, letting the 
Meat turn continually : This Friday admit d 
much; but when he came to taſte the Fleſh, he t 
ſo many ways to tell me how well he lik'd it, that 
I could not but underſtand him ; and at laſt he told 
me he would never cat Man's Fleſh any more, 
which I was very glad to hear. 
The next Day I ſet him to work to beating ſome 
Corn out, and fifting it in the manner I uſcd to do, 
as I obſcrv'd before ; and he ſoon underſtood how 
to do it as well as I, eſpecially, after he had ſcen 
what the meaning of it was, and that it was to 
make Bread of; for aftcr that I let him ſec me make 
my Bread, and bake it roo; and in a little Time 
Friday was able to do all the Work for me, as well 
as I could do it myſelf, 
I began now to conſider, that having two Mouths 
— — * muſt provide more Ground 
for my Harvcit, plant à larger Quantity 0 
— 4 ſo I mark'd out a large 
Picce of Land, and began the Fence in the ſame 
manner as beſorc, in which Friday not only work'd 
very willingly and very hard, but did it very 
chcarfully ; and I told him what it was for, that it 
was for to make more Bread, becauſc he was 
now with me, and that I might have enough io 
him and myſelf roo He appear d very ſenſible df 
that Part, and let me know, that he — 
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much more Labour upon me on his Account, than 
} had for mylſcit; and that he would work the 
harder for me, it I would tell him What to do. 

This was the pleaſanteſt Year of all the Life I 
led in this Place : Friday began to talk pretty well, 
and underſtand the Names of almoſt every thing I 
had Occaſion to call tor, and of every Place I had 
to ſend him to, and talk a great deal to me; ſo 
that, in ſhort, I began now to have ſomeuſe for my 
Tongue again, which indeed I had very little Oc- 
caſion for before ; that is to ſay, about Sprech Be- 
ſides the Plcaſure of talking to him, I had a ſingu- 
lar Satisfaction in the Fellow himſelf; his ſimple 
unfeign'd Honeſty appcat d to me more and more 
every Day, and I began really to love the Creature; 
and on his Side, I believe he lov'd me more than it 
was poſſible tor him ever to love any Thing before. 

I had a Mind once to try if he had any hankering 
laclination to his own Country again; and having 
learn d him Els fo well, that he could anſwer 
mc any Queſtions, I ask'd him whetherthe 
Nation that he 4d ro never conquer'd in 
Battle? At which he ſmil'd and ſaid, Yes, yes, we 
always fight the better; that is, he meant always 
get che better in Fight ; and fo we began the fol- 
lowing Diſcourſe. You always fight the better, ſaid 
I, How came you to be taken Priſoner then, Friday ? 

Friday. My Nation beat much, for all that. 
Maſter. How beat ; it your Nation beat them, 
how came you to be raken ? 

Friday. They more many than my Nation in the 
Place where me was; they take one, two, three, 
and me ; my Nation over-beat them in the yonder 
Place, were me no was; there my Nation take 
one, two, great Thouſand. 

Maſter, But why did not your Side recover you 
hom the Hands of your Enemies then ? 
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Friday. They run one, two, three, and me, and 
make go in the Canoe; my Nation have no Cance 
that Time. 

Maſter. Well, Friday, and what docs your Na- 
tion do with the Men they take ? do they carry 
them away, and cat them, as theſe did? 

Friday. Yes, my Nation cat Man's too, eat 
all up. 

Maſter Where do they carry them ? 

Friday. Go to other Place where they think. 
Maſter. Do they come hither ? 

Friday. Yes, yes, they come hither ; come othet 
elſe Place. 

Maſter. Have you been here with them ? 
Friday. Yes, I been here: ¶ Points to the N. W. fide 
of the Iſland, which, it Jeems, was ther fide. ] 

By this I underſtood, that my Man Friday had 
formerly been among the Savages, who uſed to 
come on ſhore on the farther part of the Iſland, on 
the (aid Man-cating occaſions that he was now 
brought for ; and ſome time after, when I took the 
Courage to carry him to that fide, being the ſame 
I formerly mention d, he preſently knew the Place, 
and told me, he was there once when they cat up 
twenty Men, two Women, and one Child: He 
could not tell twenty in EI; but he number d 
them by laying ſo many Stones in a Row, and 
pointing to me to tell them over, 

I have told this Paſlage, becauſe it introduces 
what follows ; that aſter I had had this Diſcourſe 
with him, 1 ac d him how far it was from out 
Iſland to the Shore, and whether the Canes were 
not often loſt : he told me there was no Danger, 
no Cans ever loſt ; but that after a little way out 
to the Sca, there was a Current, and a Wind al- 
ways one way in the Morning, the other in the 
Afternoon. | 

This 
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This I underſtood to be no more than the ſets of 
the Tide, as going out, or coming in; but I after- 
wards underitood, it was occalion d by the great

Maps place on the Part of America, which reaches 
from the Mouth of the River Oroonooko to Guiana, 
and onwards to St, Martha He told me that up a 
great way beyond the Moon, that was, beyond 
the ſetting of the Moon, which muſt be W. from 
their Country, there dwelt white-bearded Men, 
like me; and pointed to my great Whiskers, which 
mention d betore ; and that they had kill d much 
Mars, that was his Word: By al! which I under- 
hood he meant the Span a di, whoſe Cruelties in 
fmerica had been ſpread over the whole Countries, 
and were remember d by all the Nations from Fa- 
ther to Son.

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This Part of Friday's Diſcourſe began to relifh 
with me very well; and from this time I enter.

During the long time that Friday had now been 
with me, and that he began to ſpeak to me, and 
underſtand me, I was not wanting to lay a Foun- 
dation of religious Knowledge in his Mind ; par- 
ticularly, I ask d him one time, who made him? 
The poor Creature did not underſtand me at all, 
but thought I had ask d who was his Father: But 
I took it by another Handle, and ask d him who 
made the Sea, the Ground we walk'd on, and the 
Hills and Woods? He told me, it was one old 
Benamuckee, that lived beyond all. He could de- 
ſcribe nothing of this great Perſon, bur 
very old; much older, he ſaid, than 
Land, than the Moon or the Stars. 
then, if this old Perſon had made all Things, 
did not all Things worſhip hi 
grave, and with a perfect of Innocence, ſaid, 
All Things ſaid O to him. I ac d him, if the People 
who die in his Country, went away any where? 
He ſaid, Yes, they all went to Benamuckee, Then 
I ask'd him, Whether theſe they cat up went thi- 
ther too? He ſaid, Yes. 

From theſe Things I began to inftruk him in 
the Knowledge of the truc Cod. I told him, that

had been confined to, I had not only been mor d 
mylelf to look up to Heaven, and to ſeek to the 
Hand that had brought me there, but was now 
to be made an Inſtrument, under Providence, to ſave 
the Life, and, for ought / know, the Soul of a poor 
Savage, and bring him to the true Knowledge ol 
Religion, and the Chriſtian Doctrine, that he 
might know Chriſt ſeſus, to know whom ts Liſe eter» 
wal, I ſay, when I reflected upon all theſe things, 
a ſecret Joy run rhro' every Part of my Soul, and 
I frequently rejoiced that ever I was brought to 
this Place, which I had ſo often thought the moſt 
dreadful of all A ſſlict ions that could poſſibly have 
befallen me. 
In this thankful Frame I continued all the Re- 
mainder of my Time, and the Converſation which

This put new Thoughts into my Head ; forl 

reſenitly imagin'd, that theſe might be the Men 
longing to the Ship that was caſt away in ſi aht 
of my liland, as I now call it; and who, after the 
Ship was ſtruck on the Rock, and they ſaw her in- 
c\irably loſt, had ſav'd themſelves in their Boar, 
and were landed upon that wild ſhore pmo.'y the 
Savages, 

Upon this, T enquir'd of him more critically 
whar was become of them; he aflur'd me they 
liv'd ſtill chere ; that they had been there about 
four Years ; that the Savages let them alone, and 
wave them Victuals to live, 1 a&&'d him, how it 
came to pals they did not kill chem and cat them ? 
he ſaid, No, they make Brother with them; that 1s,

pals, ſeeing the ſtars were always to be ſeen by 
Night, and the ſhore by Day, except in the rainy 
kaſons, and then no Body cared to ſlir abroad, ci- 
ther by Land or Ses. 
I was now enter d on the ſeven and rwent cth 
Vear of my Captivity in this Place ; thovgh the 
tree laſt Years that ] had this Creati re with me, 
ought rather to be left out of the Account, my Ha- 
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bitation being quite of another kind than in all the 
reſt of the time. I kept the Anniverſary of my 
landing here with the ſame Thankfulneſs to God 
for his Mercics, as at firſt ; and if I had ſuchCauſe 
of Acknowicdgment at firſt, I had much more {6 
now, having ſuch additional Teſtimonies of the 
Care of Providence over me, and the great Hopes 
I had of being ctte&ually and ſpeedily delivet d; 
for I had an invincible Impreſſion upon my Thoughts, 
that my Deliverance was at hand, and that I ſhould 
not be another Year in this Place : However, I went 
on with my Husbandry, digging, planting, fencing, 
as uſual ; I gather'd and cut d my Grapes, and did 
every neceſlary Thing, as before. 

The rainy Scaſon was in the mean time upon 
me, when I kept more within Doors than at other 
Times; ſo I had ſtow d our new Vellcl as ſecure as 
we could, bringing her up into the Creek, where, 
as I ſaid in the beginning, I landed my Raſts from 
the Ship, and haling her up to the ſhore, at high 
Water Mark, I made ls Friday dig a lite 
Dock, juſt big cnough to hold her, and juſt deep 
enough to give her Water enough to float in; and 
then, when the Tide was out, we made 4 ſtrong 
Dam croſs the End of it to keep the Watt out ; 
and ſo ſhe lay dry, as to the Tide, nom the des 
and to keep the Rain off, we laid a great many 
Boughs of Trecs fo thick, that ſhe was as well 
thatch'd as a Houſe ; and thus we waited for the 
Month of Meme, and Decenber, in which I de 
fign'd to make my Adventure, 

When the ſettled ſeaſon began to come in, 8s 
the Thought of my Deſign return'd with the fair 
Weather, I was preparing daily for the Voyage 
and the firſt Thing 1 did, wis to lay by a certain 
quantity of Provitions, being the Stores for ow 

Voyage; and intended, iu 4 Weck of & * 
Ie, 
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ll the WY Time, to open the Dock, and launch out our Boat. 
t my i was buſy one Morning upon ſomething of this 
kind, when I call 'd to Friday, and bid him go to the 
Sea-ſhore, and ſce if he could find a Turtle, or 
Tortoiſe, a Thing which we generally got once a 
Week, for the ſake of the Eggs, as well as the 
fieſh : Friday had not been long gone, when he 
came running back, and flew over my outer Wall, 
or Fence, like one that telt not the Ground, or the 
ſteps he ſer his Feet on; and betore I had Time to 
to him, he cries out to mc, O Maſter! O Ma- 
fer O Sorrow ! O bad! What's the matter, Friday, 
ays 1; O youder, there, ſays he, one, two, three Canoe ! 
ae, tuo, three! By his way of ſpeaking I conclu- 
ted there were fix ; but on * * found it was 
bur three : Well, Friday ſays I, do not be frighted; 
þ I hearten'd him up as well as I could: However, 
| aw the poor Fellow was moſt terribly ſcar'd ; for 
nothing ran in his Head but that they were come to 
bok for him, and would cut him in Pieces, and eat 
um; and the poor Fellow trembled fo, that 1 
karce knew what to do with him: I comforted him 
# well as 1 could, and told him I was in as much 
as he, and that they would cat me as well as 
Shim ; bur, ſays 1, Friday we muſt reſolve to fight them; 
fas you fight, Friday Me ſhoot, ſays he, but there 
ane many great Number. No matter for that, ſaid 
| again, our Guns will fright them chat we do not 
; fo lad him, Whether if I reſol d to defend 
im, he would defend me, and ſtand by me, and do 
ut as 1 bid him / He faid, Me dir, when you bid die 
after ; fo | went and fetch'd a good Dram of 
, and gave him for I had been ſo good a Huſ- 
by. id of my Rum, that 1 had a great deal left : 
When be had drank it, I made him take the two 
„ung Picces, which we always carry d, and load 
with large * as big as ſmall Piſto) 
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Bullets; then I took four Muskets, and loaded 
them with two Slugs, and five {mall Bullets cach ; 
and my two Piſtols I loaded with a brace of Bul- 
lets cach : I hung my great Sword as uſual, naked 
by my ſide, and gave Friday his Hatchet. 

When I had thus pre pat d my ſelf, I took my Per- 
ſpective Glaſs, and went up to the ſide of the Hill, 
to ſce what I could diſcover ; and I found quickly, 
by my Glaſs, that there were one and twenty da- 
vages, three Priſoners, and three Cancers ; and that 
their whole Buſineſs ſeemed to be the triumphant, 
Banquet upon theſe three humane Budics, (a b:rba- 
rous Feaſt indeed) but nothing more than a5 I had 
obſerv'd was uſual with them. 

I obſerv'd alſo, that they were landed not where 
they had done when Friday made his Eſcape, but 
nearer to my Creck, where the ſhore was low, and 
where a thick Wood came cloſe almoſt down to the 
Sea: This, with the Abhorrence of the inhumare | 
Errand theſe Wretches came abour, fill'd me with 
ſuch Indignation, that I came down again to V 
and told him, I was reſolvd to go down to them, 
and kill them all; and ask d him if he would ſand 
by me? He had now gotten over his Fright, and 
his Spirits being a little rais'd with the Dram I had 
given him, he was very chearful, and told me, 45 
before, be would die, when I bid die. 

In this Fit of Fury, I cook firſt and divided the , was 1 
Arms which I had charg'd, as before, berween us: 
[ gave Friday one Piſtol to Rick in his Girdle, and 
tluce Guns upon his Shoulder ; and I took one H- 
Hol, and the other three my ſelf; and in this Po 
ſture we march'd out : 1 rook a ſmall Bottle of Rum 
in my Pocket, and gave Friday a large Bag with 
more Powder and Bullet; and as to Orders, 1 
charg'd him to keep doſe behind me, and not taff 
ſtir, or ſhoot, or do avy thing, til I bid him ; and 
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in the mean time, not to ſpeak a Word : lu this 
Poſture I fetch'd a Compaſs to my Riglit Hand of 
near a Mile, as well to get over the Creck, as to 
t into the Wood; ſo that I might come within 
of them before I ſhould be diſcover'd, which 
[ had ſcen by my Glaſs it was caly to do. 

While I was making this March, my former 
Thoughts returning, I began to abate my Refolu- 
tion; 1 do not mean, that I entertain d any Fear 
of their Number ; for as they were naked, unarm'd 
Wretches, cis certain I was ſuperior to them; nay, 
though I had been alone; but it occurr'd to my 
Thoughts, What Call; What Occaſion ; much 
lels, What Neceſſity, I was in to go and dip my 
Hands in Blood, to attack People, who had ncithcr 
cone or intended me any Wrong? Who, as to me, 
were innocent, and wheſe barbarous Cuſtoms were 
their own. Diſaſter, being in them a Token indeed 
of God's having left them, with the other Nations 
of that part of the World, to ſuch ſtupidity, and 
t ſuch inhumane Courſes ; but did not cl me to 
ke upon me to be a Judge of their Actions, much 
ſs an Executioner of his Juſtice ; that whe cer 
be thought fir, he would take the Cauſe into l is 
own Hands, aud by National Vengeance puniſh 
tem as a People for National Crimes; but that, 
n the mean time, it wasnone of my Buſincls ; that 
« was true, Friday might juſtify it, becauſe he was 
8 declar'd Enemy, and ina ſtate of War with thoſe 
ery particular People, and it was lawful for him 
attack them; but 1 could not ſay the ſame with 
wipe to me. Theſe Things were ſo warmly 
reis d upon my Thoughts all che Way as 1 weng, 
tat 1 refolv'd would only go and place myſcii 
Kar them, that 1 might roc their barbazous 
eaſt, and that I would act then as God mould 
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more a Call to me than yet I knew of, I would not 
meddle with them. 

With this reſolution I enter d the Wood, and 
with all poſſible Waryneis and Silence (Friday fol- 
lowing cloſe at my Heels) I march'd till I came 
to the Skirt of the Wood, on the Side which was 
next to them; only that one Cornet of the Wood 
lay between me and them : Here I call'd ſoftly to 
Friday, and ſhewing him a great Trec, which was 
juſt at the Corner of the Wood, I bad him go to 
the Tree, and bring me Word if he could fee there 
plainly what they were doing; he did ſo, and came 
mmediately back to me, and cold me they might 
be plainly view'd there; that they were all about 
their Fire, cating the Flcſh of one of their Priſo- 
ners; and that another lay bound upon the Sand, 
a little from them, which he ſaid they would kill 
next, and which fir'd all the very Soul within me: 
He told me it was not one of their Nation, but one 
of the bearded Men, who he had told me of, that 
came to their Country in the Boat: I was fill's 
with Horror at the very naming the white-bearded 
Man, and, going to the Tree, I ſaw plainly, by my 
Glaſs, a white Man, who lay upon the Beach of 
the Sea, with his Hands his Feet ty d with 
Flags, or Things like Ruſhes, and that he was an 
European, and had Cloaths on. 

T was another Tree, and a lirtle Thicke: 
beyond it, about fifry Yards nearer to them than 
the Place where 1 was, which, by going a littie Way 
About, I ſaw I might come at undiſcover'd, and 
that then 1 ſhould be within half Shot of them ; (0 
I with-held my Paſſion, though I was indeed cr 
rag d to the highcſt Degree, and going back about 
twenty Faces, I got behind ſome Buſhes, which held 
all che Way till came to the other Tree ; and then 
I came to a littic riſing Ground, which gave or 
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12 of them, at the Diſtance of about cighty 
ards. | 

I had now not a Moment to loſe; for nineteen 
of the dreadful Wretches ſate upon the Ground, all 
doſe huddled together, and juſt ſent the other 
two to butcher the poor Chriſtian, and bring him 
perhaps Limb by Limb to their Fire; they 
were ſtoop'd down to untic the Bands at his Feet: 
I rurn'd to Friday, Now, Friday, ſaid I, do as I bid 
thee ; Friday ſaid he would; then, Friday, ſays I, 
do exactly as you ſee me do, fail in nothing; ſo 1 
ſer down one of the Muskets and the Fowling- 
Picce upon the Ground, and Friday did the like 
by his; and with the other Musket I took my 
Aim at the Savages, bidding him do the like ; then 
asking him, If he was ready? he ſaid, Yes, then 
__—_— ſame Moment I fir'd

Friday took his Aim ſo much berter than I, that 
on the fide that he ſhot, he kill'd two of them, 
and wounded three more ; and on my fide, I kill'd 
one, and wounded two: They were, you may be 
fare, in a dreadful Conſternation; and all of them, 
who were not hurt, jump'd up upon their Feer, 
but did not immediately know which Way to run, 
or which Way to look ; for they knew not from 
whence their Deſtruction came Friday kept his 
Eyes cloſe upon me, that as I had bid him, he 
might obſerve what I did ; fo, as ſoon as the firſt 
Shot was made, 1 threw down the Piece, and took 
up the Fowling-Piece, and Friday did the like; he 
ſee me cock, and preſent, he did che fame again; 
Arc you ready * Friday, ſaid |; yes, ſays be; let 
then, ſays 1, in the Name o God, and with 
that I Hr d again among the ama d Wrerohes, and 
fo did Fridas; and as our Pieces were now loaden 


with what call'd Swan hot, or ſmall Pilio! Bul- 
T ; lets 
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tets, we found ory two drop; but ſo many were 
wounded, that they ran about yelling and skream- 
ing like mad Creatures, all bloody, and miſcrably 
wounded, moſt of them; whereof three more fell 
quickly after, though not quite dead. 
Now, Friday, ſays I, laying down the diſcharg'd 
Pieces, and taking Jo Musket, which was yet 
loaden, follow me, ſays I; which he did, with a 
great deal of Courage; upon which I ruſh'd out of 
the Wood, and ſhew'd myſelf, and Friday cloſe at 
my Foot: As ſoon as I perceiv d they ſaw me, 1 
ſhouted as loud as Icould, and bad Friday do ſo 
too; and running as faſt as I could, which by the 
way was wot very faſt, being haden with Arms as | 
was, | made directly towards the poor Victim, who 
was, as I ſaid, lying upon the Beach, or Shore, 
berween the Place where ſat and the Seca; 
the two Butchers, who were guſt going to work 
with him, had left him, at the Surprize of our firſ 
Fire, and fled in a terrible Fright to the Sca · ſide 
and had jump'd into a Canoe, and three more of the 
reſt made the ſame Way : I turn'd to Friday, and 
bid him ſtep forwards, and fire at them ; he under- 
ſtood me immediately, and running about forty 
Yards to be near them, he ſhot at them, and !

Friday being no left to his Liberty, purſu'd the 
flying Wretches with no Weapon in his Hand, but 
his Hatchet ; and with that he diſpatch'd thoſe 
three, who as I ſaid before, were wounded at firſt 
and fall'n, and all the reſt he could come up with; 
and the Spaniard coming to me for a Gun, I gave 
him one of the Fowling-Pieces, with which he 
— 1 two of the Savages, and wounded them 
but as he was not able to run, they both 
got from him into the Wood, where Friday purſu d 
them, and kill'd one of them; but the other was 
too nimble for him; and tho* he was wounded, yet

It is not caſy for me to expreſs how it moved 
me to ſce what Extaſy and filial Affection had 
work d in this poor Savage, at the ſight of his Fa- 
ther, and of his being deliver'd from Death ; nor 
indeed can I deſcribe half the Extravagancies of his 
Affection after this; for he went into the Boat and 
out of the Boat a great many times: When he 
went in to him, he would fit down by him, open 
his Breaſt, and hold his Father's Head cloſe to his 
Boſom, half an Hour together, to nouriſh it; then 
he took his Arms and Ankles, which were numb'd 
and ſtiff with the binding, and chaffed and rubbed 
them with his Hands; and I perceiving what the 
Caſe was, gave him 1 Kum out of my Bottle 
to rub them with, which did them 4 great des

n End to our Purſuit of the

But to return to Friday; he was ſo buſy about 
his Father, that 1 could not find in my Heart to 
take him off for ſome time: But after I thought 
he could leave him a little, I call'd him to me, 
and he came jumping and laughing, and pleas'd to 
the higheſt Extream : then 1 ask d him, If he had 
given his Father any Bread? He ſhook his Head, 
and ſaid, None Ugly Deg eat all up ſelf ; ſo 1 gave 
him a Cake of Bread out of a little Pouch I carried 
on purpoſe ; I alſo gave him a Dram for himſelf, 
but he weuld not taſte it, but carricd it to his Fa- 
ther : I had in my Pocket alſo two or three Bunches 
of my Railins, ſo I gave him a Handful of them 
for his Father, He had no ſooner given his Fa- 
ther theſe Raiſins, but I ſaw him come out of the 
Boat, and run away as if he had been bewitch'd, 
he run at ſuch a rate; for he was the ſwiftcſt Fel- 
low of his Foot that cver I ſaw ; I ſay, he run at 
ſuch a rate, that he was out of ſight, as it were, 
in an inſtant ; and tho” 1 call'd and hollow'd too 
after him, it was all one, away he went, and in a 
Quarter of an Hour, I ſaw him come back again, 
tho' not ſo falt as he went; and as he came near- 
er, | found his Pace was flacker, becauſe he had 
ſomething in his Hand. 

When he came up to me, I found he had been 

ite Home for an Earthen Jugg, or Por, to bri 
his Father ſome freſh Water, and that he had got 
two more Cakes, or Loaves of Bread: The Bread 
he gave me, but the Water he carricd to his Father:

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When his Father had drank, I call'd to him to 
know if there was any Water left; he ſaid, Yes, 
and 1 bad him give it to the poor Saniard, 
who was in as much Want of it as his Father ;

to the Spaniard too, who was indeed very weak, 
and was N himſelf upon a green Place, under 
the ſhade of a Tree, and whoſe Limbs were alſo 
very ſtiff, and very much ſwell'd with the rude 
Bandage he had been tied with. When I ſaw that 
upon Friday's coming to him with the Water, he 
ſat up and drank, and took the Bread, and be- 
gan to cat, I went to him, and gave him a Handful 
of Raiſins; he look'd up in my Face with all the 
Tokens of Gratitude and Thankfulneſs that could 
appear in any Countenance ; but was ſo weak, not- 
withſtanding he had ſo exerted himſelf in the Fight, 
” that he could not ſtand up upon his Feet ; he tricd 
to do it two vr three times, but was really not 
able, his Ankles were fo ſwell d and fo — to 
him; ſo I bad him ſit ſtill, and caus d Friday to rub 
his Ankles, and bathe them with Rum, as he had 
done his Father's. 
I obſerv'd the poor aſſectionate Creature every 
two Minutes, or perhaps leſs, all the while he 
was here, turn'd his Head about, to ſee if his Fa- 
ther was in the ſame Flace and Poſture as he left 
him ſitting; and at laſt he found he was not to 
be ſeen; at which he ſtarted up, and without 
ſpeaking a Word, flew with that ſwiftneſs to him, 
one could ſcarce perceive his Feet to touch 
the Ground as he went: Burt when he came, be 
only found he had laid himſelf down to c:fc his 
Limbs ; fo Friday came back to me preſently, and 
I then ſpoke to the Spaniard to let Friday help 
him up if he could, and lead him to the Boat, and 
then he ſhould carry him to our us, — 
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[would take Care of him: But Friday, a luſty 
frong Fellow, took the Spaniard quite up upon 
his Back, and carry'd him away to the Boat, and 
ſer him down ſoftly upon the Side or Gunnel of the 
Canoe, with his Feet in the Inſide of it, and then 
lifted him quite in, and ſet him cloſe to his Fa- 
ther, and preſently ſtepping out again, launched 
the Boat oft, and paddled it along the Shore faſter 
than I could walk, tho' the Wind blew pretty 
hard too; ſo he brought them both ſafe into our 
Creek ; and leaving them in the Boat, runs awa 
to terch the other Canoc. As he paſs'd me, 
ſpoke ro him, and ask'd him, whither he went, 
he told me, Go ferch more Boat; ſo away he went, 
like the Wind; for ſure never Man or Horſe run 
like him, and he had the other Canoe in the Creek, 


almoſt as ſoon as I got toit by Land; ſo he watted- 


me over, and then went to help our new Gueſts 
out of the Boat, which he did; but they were nei- 
ther of them able to walk; ſo that poor Friday 
knew not what to do. 

To remedy this, I went to work in my Thought, 
nd calling to Friday to bid them fit down on the 
Bank while he came to me, I ſoon made a Kind 
of Hand-Barrow to lay them on, and Friday and I 
curry d them up both together upon it between us: 
Bur when we got them to the Outſide of our Wall, 
or Fortification, we were at a worle Loſs than be- 
lore ; for it was impoſſible to get them over; and 
I was reſolv'd not to break it down: 80 I ſet to 
Work again; and Friday and I, in about two Hours 
Time, made a very handſome Tent, cover'd with 


od Sails, and above that with Boughs of Trccs, 


bring in the Space without our outward Fence 
and berween that and the Grove of young Wood 
which I had planted ; And here we wade them two

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Straw, with Blankets laid upon it to lye on, and

y Iſland was now peopled, thought m 
ſelf very rich in Subjects; and it was a merry Ad. 
gestion which I frequently made, How like a King 
I look'd. Firſt of all, the whole Country was my 
own meer Property; ſo that I had an undoubted 
Right of Dominion. 24%, My People were per- 
tedily ſubjected: I was abſolute Lord and Law- 
giver ; they all ow'd their Lives to me, and were 
ready to lay down their Lives, if there had beeu Oc- 
cafion of it, for me. It was remarkable too, we had 
but three Subjects, and they were of three different 
Religions. My Man Friday was a Proteſtant, his 
Father was a Pagan and a Cannibal, and the Spaniard 
was a Papiſt : However, I allow'd Liberty of Con-

As ſoon as I had ſecur'd my two weak reſcued 
Priſoners, and given them Shelter, and a Place to 
reſt them upon, I began to think of making ſome 
Proviſion for them: And the firſt Thing 1 did, 1 
order d Friday to take a yearling Goat, betwixt a 
Kid and a Coat, out of my particular Flock, to 
be kill'd : When I cut off the hinder Quarter, and 
chopping it into ſmall Pieces, I ſet Friday to Work, 
to boiling and Rewing, and made them a very 
good Diſh, I aflure you, of Fleſn and Broth, ha- 
ving put ſome Harley and Rice alſo into the 
Broth; and as 1 cook'd it without Doors, for |

reſcued MW I chen began to enter into a little Converſation 
with my two new Subjects; and firſt I ſet Friday 
to enquire of his Father, what he thought of the 
Ncape of the Savages in that Canoe, and whether 
ve might expect a Return of them with a Power 
too great for us to reſiſt ; His firſt Opinion was, that 
the Savages in the Boat ne ver could live out the Storm 
Work, I which blew that Night they went off, but muſt of 
Neceſſity be drown'd or driven South to thoſe other 
hores, where they were as ſure to be devour'd a5 
they were to be drowned if they were caſt away ; 
but as to what they would do if they came fafe on 
hore, he ſaid he knew not; but it was his Opini- 
an that they were ſo dreadfully frighted with the 
manner of their being attack d, the Noiſe and rhe 
Fire, that he believ'd they would tell their People, 
they were all kill'd by Thunder and Lightning, not 
by the Hand of Man, and that the two which ap- 
pear'd, (viz.) Friday and me, were two 2 4 
rits 
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Spirits or Furies come down to deſtroy them, and 
not Men with Weapons: This he ſaid he knew, 
becauſe he heard them all cry out ſo in their Lan- 
guage to one another ; for it was impoſſible to them 
ro conceive that a Man could dart Fire, and ſpeak 
Thunder, and kill at a Diſtance without lifting up 
thc , as was dage now: And this old Savage 
was in the right; for, as I underſtood ſince by 
other hands, the Savages never attempted to go 
over to the Iſland afterwards; they were fo terti- 
fied with the Accounts given by thoſe four Men, 
(for it ſeems they did eſcape the Sea) that they be- 
liev'd whoever went to that enchanted Iſland would 
be deſtroy'd with Fire from the Gods. 
This however I knew not, and therefore was 
under continual Apprehenfions for a good while, 
and kept always upon my Guard, me and all my 
Army ; for as we were now four of us, I would 
have ventur'd upon a hundred of them fairly in the 
Field at any time. 
In a little time, however, no more Canoes ap- 
ing, the Fear of their coming wore off, and 1 
gan to take my former Thoughts of a Voyage 
to the Main into Conſideration, being likewiſe 
aſſur d by Friday's Father, that I might de up- 
on good Ulage from their Nation on his t, 
if I would go. 
But my Thoughts were a little ſuſpended, when 
I had a ſerious Diſcourſe with the Spaniard, and 
when | underſtood that there were ſixteen more 
of his Countrymen and Portugueſe, who having 
been cast away, and made their Eſcape to that 
ſide, liv'd there at Peace indeed with the $s- 
vages, but were very fore put to it for Neceſlaries,

be carry d into the Inquiſition. 1 added, That o- 
therwiſe l was perſwaded, if they were all here, 
we might, with ſomany Hands, build a Bark large 
enough to carry us all away, either to the Braſils 
Southward, or to the Iſlands or Spaniſh Coaſt 
Northward : But that if in Requital they ſhould, 
when | had put Weapons into their Hands, carry 
me by Force among their own People, | might be 
in ved for wy KindneF to them, and make my 
Caſe worſe than it was before. 

He anſwer'd with a greatdeal of Candorand In- 
genuity, 1 hat their Condition was fo miſcrable, 
and they were ſo ſenſible ot it, that he belicycd 
thcy would abtor the T honght of ving any Man 
unkin iI! tat ib ld contribute to their Delive- 
rance: .6 wat, it 1 pleaſed, he would po tothem 
with rhc old Man, and diſcourſe with them about 
it, and return again, and bring me their Anſwer : 
That he wovld make Conditions with them upon 
their Flemn Oath, hat they ſhovid be abſolute 
. my Leading, as their Commander and 

aptain; and that they ſhould ſ cor upon the Holy 
Sucraments and the Coe, to be truc to we, and 
$0 go 16 ſuch Chriltun Country as that I ſhould 
agree to, and no other; and to be directed wholly 
and abſolurcly by my Orders, *till they were land- 
ed ſafely in ſuch Country as intended; and that 
he would Wing a Contract hom them under their 
Hands for that Pur poic. 

Then be told mc, be would firſt ſwear to me

He told me, they were all of. them very civil 
honeſt Men, and they were under the greateſt Di- 
ſtreſs "imaginable, having neither Weapons or 
Cloaths, nor any Food, bat at the Merey and Di- 
ſcretion of the Sewages z, out of all Hopes of ever 
returning to their own Country; and that he was 
fore, if I wonld undertake their Relief, they would 
live and dic by me. | 
Upon thele Aiſurances, 1 refolv'd to venture to 
relieve them, if poſſible, and to ſend the old S 
vage and this Spaniard over to them to treat : But 
when we had gotten all Things in a readincks to 
go, the Spaniard himſelf ſtarred an Objection, 
which had ſo much Prudence in it on one hand, 
and ſo much Sincerity on the other hand, that 1 
could not hut be very well fati«fy'd in it, and, 
his Advice, put off the Deliverance of his Com- 
r&Jes for at Icaſt half a Year, The Caſe was thus: 
He had been with us now about a Month; du- 
ring which Time I had let him ſee in what Man- 
ner | had provided, with the Aſſiſtance of Provi- 
dence for my Support; and he Cw evidently 
what Stock of Cory and Rice 1 had laid np ; which, 
as it was more than ſufficient for my If, it was

another. You know, ſays he, the Children of J, 
rael, though they rejoyc'd at firſt for their being 
deliver'd out of Egypt, yet rebelfd even againſt 
God himſelf that deliver'd them, when they came 
to want Bread in the Wilderneſs. 

His Caution was fo ſcaſonable, and his Advice 
ſo good, that I could not but be very well plcas'd 
with his Propoſal, as well as I was ſatisfy'd with 
his Fidelity. So we fell ro digging all four of us, 
as well as the wooden Tools we were furniſhed 
with permitted; and in about a Month's Time, by 
the End of which it was Sced- time, we had gotten 
as much Land cur'd and trumm'd up, as we fow'd 
22 Buſhels of Barley on, and 16 Jarrs of Rice, 
which, was, in ſhort, all the Sced we had to ſpare; 
nor indeed did we leave ourſelves Baricy ſufficient 
for our own Food, for the Six Months that we had 
to expect our Crop, that is to ſay, reckoning from 
the Time we ſet our Secd aſide for ſowing ; ſor it 
is nat tobe ſuppos'd it is fix Months in the Ground 
in the Country. 

Having now Socicty enough, and our Number 
being ſufficient to put us out of Fear of the Savages, 
if they had come, unleſs their Number had been 
very great, we went freely all over the iſland, 
wherever we found Occalion ; and as here uc had 
our Eſcape or Deliverance upon our Thoughts, it 
was impoſſible, at Icaſt for me, to have the 
Mean of it out of mine; to this Purpoſe, IN ; 
mark d out fevers) Trees which 1 thought fit forff © 1 
our Work, and 1 et Friday and his Father to curl} 19 hr, 


ting them down , and men 1 caus'd the Spaniard 
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to whom 1 imparted my Thought on that Affair, 
to overſee and dire their Work. I ſhew'd them 
with what indefatigable Pains I had hewed a la 
Tree into ſingle Planks, and I cangd them to do 
the like, till they had made about a Dozen large 
Planks of good Oak, ncar 2 Foot broad, 35 Foot 
long, and from 2 Inches to 4 Inches thick : What 
prodigious Labour it took up, any one may ima- 

ne 


At the ſame Time I contriv'd to increaſe my lit- 
tle Flock of _ Goats as — 1 and 1 
to this Purpoſe 1 made Friday and the Spaniard 
out one Day, and my ae Vinh Friday, the — 

Day; for we took our Turns: And by this Means 

we got above 20 young Kids to breed up with the 

reſt ; for when-ever we ſhot the Dam, we ſavy'd 
the Kids and added them to our Flock : But above 
all, the Scaſon for curing the Grapes coming on, 
can d ſuch a prodigious Quantity to be hung up 
in the Sun, that I believe, had we been at Alicant, 
where the Raiſins of the Sun are curcd, we could 
have filled 60 or 80 Barrels; and theſe, with our 
Bread, was a great Part ofour Food, and very good 
hving too, 1 afſurc you; for it is an excceding nou- 
riſhing Food, 

It was now Harveſt, and our Crop in good Or- 
der; it was not the moſt plentiful caſe I had 
ſcen in the Hand, but however it was enough to 
anſwer our End; for from our 22 Buſhels of Bar- 
ley, we brought in and threſhn'd out above 220 
Buſhels, —1 the like in Proportion of the Rice, 
which was Store enough for our Food to the next 
Harveſt,tho all the 16 Spaniards had been on Shore 
with me ; or if we had been ready for a Voyage, 
it would very plentifully have victuall'd our Ship, 
40 have carry'd us to any Part of the World, that 
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| When we had thus hons'd and ſecur'd our Ma- 
ine of Corn, we fell to work to make more 
icker Work, viz. Great Baskets in which we 
kept it; aud the Spaniard was very handy and dex- 
terous at this Part, and often blam'd me that 1 did 
not make ſome Things for Defence, of this kind of 
Work; but | ſaw no need of it. 

And now having a full ſupply of Food for all 
the Gueſts 1 expected, I gave the Spaniard Leave 
to go over to the Main, to ſce what he could do 
with thoſe he had left behind him there. I gave 
him a ſtrict Charge in Writing, not to bring any 
Man with him, who would not firſt ſwear in the 
Preſence of himſelf and of the old Savage, That 
he would no Way injure, fight with, or attack the 
Perſon he ſhould find in the Iſland, who was fo 
kind to ſend for them in order to their Delive- 
rance ; but that they would ſtand by and defend 
him againſt all ſuch Attempts, and wherc-ever 
they went, would be entirely under and ſubjctted 
to his Commands; and that this ſhovid be put in 
Writing, and ſigu'd with their Hands: How we 
were to have this done, when 1 knew they had 
neither Pen or Ink, that, indecd, was a Queſtion 
Which we never ask'd. 

Under theſe Inftrudtions, the Fpaniard, and the 
old Savage (the Father of Friday) went away iu one 
of the Canocs, which they might be ſaid io come 
in, or rather were brought in, when they cauc #5 
- Priſoners to be devour 'd by the da v 

I gave cach of them a Mucket with #@ Firclock 
on it, and about cipht Charges of Fender and 
Ball, charging them to be ves good Huvhands of 
both, and not to uſe cather of them ut upon ur- 
gent Occaſion, | 

This was s chearful Work, ling the f1ft Ma- 
ſurcs uſcd by me in View of wy Deliverance for 
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now 257 Years and ſome Days. I gave them Provi- 
Gons of Bread, and of dry Grapes, ſufficient for 
themſelves for many Days, and ſuſfcient for all 
their Country-men for about cight Days time; and 
wiſhing them a good Voyage, | ſce them po, a- 
greeing with them about a dignal they ſhould hang 
out at their Return, by which | ſhould know them 
again, when they came back, at a Diſtance, before 
they came on Shore. 

They went away wich a fair Gale on the Day 
that the Moon was at Full; by my Account in the 
Month of Oct her; but as for an exact Rechoning 
of Days, after I had once loſt it, I cou never re- 
cover it again; or hed 1 kept even the number of 
Years ſo punctually, as to be fore that I was right, 
tho',as it prov'd, when lafrerwards examin'd myAc- 
count, I found 1 had kept a truc Reckoning of Years. 

It was no Ic than cizht Days I had waitcd for 
them, when a Nranrve and unforeſeen Accident in- 
tcrven'd, of which the like has not, perhaps, been 
bcard of in Hiſtory. 1 was faſt aſleep in my Hutch 
one Morning, when my Man Friday came runnin 
in to me, aud called aloud, Maſter, Alaſter, they 
are rome, they are come. 

| jump'd up, and, rcpardlcfs of Danger, I went 
out as ſoon as 1 could get my Cloaths on, thro? 
my littic Grove, which (by the Way) was by this 
Time grown to bc a very thick Wood: I ſay, re- 
gardicfs of Danger, 1 went without my Arms, 
which was not my Cuſtom todo; but 1 was ſur- 

17d, when turning my Eyes to the Sca, 1 
— ſuw a Boar at about a League and Half 's Di- 
fance, ſtanding in for the Shore, with a Shoulder of 
Mutton Sail, as thicy call it, and the Wind blow- 
Ing pretty tar to ling, them in Alſo 1 obſery'd 
jrclently, that they did not come tom that Side 
hach the Shore lay on, but from the Souther- 
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moſt End of the Iſland : Upon this I call'd Friday 
in, and bid him lie cloſe, for theſe were not the 
People we look'd for, and that we might not know 
yet whether they were Friends or Enemies. 

In the next Place, I went in to fetch my Per- 
ſpeftive-Glaſs, to ſee what I could make of them; 
and having taken the Ladder out, I climb'd up to 
a0 the Hill, as I uſed to do when I was 
apprehenſive of any Us and to take my View 

plainer without being diſcover'd. 


I had ſcarce ſet my Foot on the Hill, when my 
Eye plainly diſcover'd a Ship lying at an Anchor, 
at about two Leagues and an half's Diſtance from 
me South-ſouth-caſt, but not above a League and 
an half from the Shore. By my Obſervation it ap- 


pear'd plainly to be an Engliſh Ship, and the Boat

cannot expreſs the Confuſion 1 was in, tho” the 
of ſeeing a Ship, and one who l had Reaſon to 
lieve was mann'd by my own Country-men,and 
conſequently Friends, was ſuch as 1 cannot de- 
ſcribe ; but yet I had ſome ſecret doubts hung a- 
bout me, I cannot tell from whence came, 
bidding me keep upon my Guard, In the firſt 
Place, it occurr'd to me to confider what Buſinch 
an Engliſh Shipcould have in that Part of the World, 
ſince it was not the Way ta, or from any Part of the 
World, where the Engliſh had any Track; and 1 
knew there had been no Storms to drive them in 
there, as in Diſtreſs ; and that if they were Fre- 
liſh really, it was moſt probable that they were 
here upon no good Dehn; and that I had better 
continue as 1 was, than fall into the Hands of 
Thieves and Murdcrers, | 
Let no Man defpiſc the fecrct Hints and Notices 
of Danger which ſome times wre given him, 
when he may think there 3s no Het of its be- 
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ing real. That ſuch Hints and Notices are given 
us, I believe few that have made any Obſervati- 
ons of Things candeny; that they are certain Diſ- 
coveries of an inviſible World, and a Converſe of 
_—_ we cannot doubt; and if the Tendency 
of them ſeems to be to warn us of Danger, why 
ſhould we not ſuppoſe they are from ſome friendly 
Agent, (whether ſupreme, or inferior and ſubor- 
dinate, is not the Queſtion) and that they are gi- 
ven for our Good? 

The preſent Qyeſtion abundantly confirms me 
in the Juſtice of this Reaſoning; for had I not 
been made cautious by this ſecret Admonition, 
come it irom whence it will, I had been undone 
inevitably, and in a far worſe Condition, than be- 
fore, as you will ſee preſently. 

I had not kept my ſelf long in this Poſture, but 
I ſaw the Boat draw near the Shore, as if t 
look d for a Creek to thruſt in at for the Conve 
ence of Landing; however, as they did not come 
quite far enough, they did not ſee the little Inlet 
where I formerly landed my Rafts ; but run their 
Boat on Shore upon the Beach, at about half a 
Mile from me, which was very happy for me ; for 
otherwiſe they would have landed juſt, as I may 
ſay, at my Door, and would ſoon have beaten me 
out of my Caſtle, and, perhaps, have plunder'd me 
of all 1 had. 

When they were on Shore, I was fully ſatisfy'd 
they were Engliſh Men; at lcaſt moſt of them; 
one or two | ght were Durch; but it did not 
prove ſo: There were in all eleven Men, whereof 
three of them 1 found were unarm'd, and, as 1 
thaught, hound; and when the firſt four orfive of 
them were jump'd on Shore, they took thoſe three 
out of the Boat as Priſoners : One of the three 1

knew not what the Meaning of it — be Fri- 
call'd out to me in Engliſh, as well as he could, 
O Maſter ! Tou ſee Engliſh Mans eat Priſoner as well 
as Savage Mans. Why, ſays I, Friday, do you 
think they are a going to cat them then? Tes ſays 
Friday, They will cat them : No, no, ſays I, Friday, 
I am afraid they will murder them, indeed, but 
you may be ſure they will not cat them. 
All this while | had no Thought of what the 
Matter really was; but ftood trembling with the 
Horror of the light, expecting every Moment when 
the three Priſoners ſhould be kill'd ; nay,once I ſaw 
one of the Villains lift up his Arm with aęicat Cut- 
laſh, (as the Scamen call it) or Sword, to ſtrike one 
of the poor Men; and 1 expettcd to fee him fall 
every Mowent, at which all the Blood in my Body 
ſrem d to run chill in my Veins. 

I wiſh'd heartily now for my $paniard, and the 
Savage that was gone with him; or that 1 had a- 
ny Way to have come undiſcover'd within shot of 
them, that I might have reſcu'd the three Men ; 
for 1 ſaw no Fire-Arms they had among them, but 
it fell out to my Mind another Way.

This put me in Mind of the firſt Time when I 
came on Shore, and began to look about me; how 
I gave my ſelf over for loſt, how _ | look'd 
round me, what dreadful Apprehenſions and 
how I lodg'd in the Tree all Night for fear of be- 
ing devour'd by wild Bcaſts. 

As I knew nothing that Night of the Supply I 
was to reccive by the providential Driving, of the 
Ship ncarer the Land, by the Storms and Tide, by 
which I have ſince been fo long nouriſh'd and ſup- 
ported; fo theſe three poor deſolate Men knew 
nothing how certain of Deliverance and Supp 
they were, how ncar it was to them, and how cf- 
feftually and really they were in a Condition of 
Safcty, at the ſame Time that they thought theme 
ſelves loſt, and their Caſe deſperate. 

So little do we ſee before us in the World, and 
ſo much Reaſon have we to depend chearfully up- 
on the great Maker of the World, that he does not 
leavc his Creatures ſo abſolutely deſtitute, but that 
in the worſt Circumſtances they have always ſome- 
thing to be thankful for, and ſometimes are near- 
er their Deliverance than they imagine ; nay, are 
even brought to their Dcliverance by the Meant 
by which they ſcem to bc brought to their Deſtru- 
ction. | 

It was juſt at the Top of High-water when theſt 


Peoplc Came on Shore, and u hile partly they flood 


lying with the Priſoners they brought, and 
partly while they rambled about to ſee what kind 
of a Place they were in, they had carcleſly ftaid tif

In this Condition, like true Seamen,who are, per- 
haps, the leaſt ofall Mankind given toFore-thought, 
they gave it over, and away they ſtrolPd about the 
Country again; and I heard one of them ſay aloud 
to another, (calling them off from the Boat) Why, 
let her alone, Jack, can't ye, ſhe'll float next Tide; by 
which 1 was fully confirm'd in the main Enquiry, 
Of what Countrymen they were ? 
All this while I kept my ſelf very cloſe, not once 
— ſtir out of my Caſtle, any farther than to 
my 
and very 


of Obſervation, near the Topof the Hill; 
glad I was, to think how well it was for- 
tify'd: 1 knew it was no leſs than ten Hours before 
the Boat could be on float again, and by that 
Time it would be dark, and I might be at more 
Liberty to ſee their Motions, and to hear their 
Diſcourſe, if they had any. 
In the mean Time | ſitted my ſelf up for a Bat- 
tle, as before ;, tho? with more Caution, know in 
I had to do with another kind of Enemy than | 
at firſt : 1 order'd Friday alſo, who I had made an 
excellent Markman with his Gun, to load him- 
Felf with Arms: 1 took my ſelf two Fowling- Picces, 
and I gave him three Muskets. My Figure,indeed, 
was very fierce ; 1 had my formidable Goat-skin 
Coat on, with the great Cap I have mentioned, 4 
naked Sword by my Side, two Piſtols in my Belt, 
and « Gun upon cach Shoulder. 

It was my Deſign, as 1 ſaid above, not to have 
made any Attempt "till it was dark: But about

that in ſhort they were all gone ſtraggling into the 
Woods, and, asl thought, were laid down to 8 
The three poor diſtreſſed Men, too anxious ſor their 
Condition to get any Sleep, were, however, ſet 
down under the Shelter of a great Tree, at about 
a quarter of a Mile from me, and, as I thought, 
out of Sight of any of the reſt. 

Upon this I reſolv d to diſcover my ſelf to them, 
and lcarn _—_— their Condition : Immedi- 
ately I march d in the Figure as above, my Man 
Friday at a good Diſtance behind me,as formidable 
for his Arms as I, but not making quite ſo ſtaring 
a Spectre - ile Figure as I did. 
came as ncar them undiſcover'd as I could, and 
then before any of them ſaw me, I call'd aloud to 
them in Spaniſh, What are ye Gentlemen ? 

They ſtarted up at the Noiſe, but were ten 
times more confounded when they ſaw me, and 
the uncouth Figure that I made. They made no 
Anſwer at all; but i thought 1 perceiv'd them juſt 
going to fly from me, when 1 ſpoke to them in 
Engliſh : Gentlemen, ſaid I, do not be ſurpriz'd at 
me ; perhaps you may have a Friend near you 
when you did not expect it. He muſt be ſent di- 
rectiy from Heaven then, ſaid one of them very 
gravely to me, and pulling off hi Hat at the ſame Tims 
to me, for our Condition is paſt the help of Man.

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we might ſave them, and ſo put it wholly upon 
God's Providence t irect the Shot. 

He ſaid very modeſtly, That he was loth to 
kill them, if he could help it; but that thoſe two 
were incorrigible Villains, and had been the Au- 
thors of all the Mutiny in the Ship, and if they 
eſcaped, we ſhould be undone ſtill; for they would 
go on Board, and bring the whole Ship's Com- 
pany, and deſtroy us all. Well then, faid I, Ne- 
uy legitimates my Advice; for it i the only 
ay to ſave our Lives, However, ſeeing him till 
cautious of — Blood, I told him they ſhould 
t themſelves, and manage as they found con- 
venient. 

In the Middle of this Diſcourſe we heard ſome 
of them awake, and ſoon after we ſaw two of 
them on their Feet, 1 ask'd him, if either of them 
were the Men who he had ſaid Wege the Heads 
of der ao MA He ſaid, No: Well then, ſaid l, 

may let eſcape, and Providence ſeems to 
waken'd them on Purpoſe to ſave themſelves. 
Wow, ps I, if the reſt eſcape You, ir is you

Animated with this, he took the Muſquet 1 
had given him in his Hand, and a Piſtol in 
his Belt, and his two Caghrades R him, with 
each Man a Piece in his Hand. The two Men 
who were with him 974. firſt, made fome 
Noiſe, at which one of Seamen, who was 
awake, turn'd about, and ſceing them coming, 
cry d out to the reſt, but it was top late then, for 
the Moment he cry'd out, they fir'd; Jmean the u 
Men, the Captain wiſely reſerving his own Picce : 
They had fo well aim'd their Shot at the Men they 
knew, that one of them was kill'd on the por, and 
the other very much wounded; but not being dead, 


he Rtaried up upon lus Feet, and call d angry ts 
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help to the other; but the Captain ſtepping to him; 
ou told him, *rwas too late to cry for Held, he ſhould 
call upon God to forgive his Villany, and with that 
Word knock'd him down with the Stock of his 
Musket; fo that he never ſpoke more: There were 
three more in the Company, and one of them was 
alſo ſlightly wounded : By this time I was come; 
and when they ſaw their Danger, and that it was 
in vain to reſiſt, they begg'd for Mercy: The Cap» 
tain told them, he would ſpare their Lives, if they 
would pive him any Aſſurance of their Abhorrence 
of the Treachery they had been guilty of, and 
would ſwear to be faithful to him in recovering the 
Ship, and afterwards in carrying her back to J- 
maica, from whence they came: They gave him 
all the Proteſtations of their Sincerity that could 
be defir'd, and he was willing to believe them, and 
ſpare their Lives, which 1 was not againſt; only I 
oblig'd him to keep them bound Hand and Foot 
while they were upon the Iſland. 

While this was doing, 1 ſent Friday with the 
Captain's Mate to the Boat, with Orders to ſecure 
her,and bring away the Oars and Sail, which they 
did ; and by and by, three ſtragling Men that 
were(happily for them)parted from the reſt, came 
back upon hearing the Guns fir'd, and ſeeing their 
Captain, who before was their Priſoner, now their 
Conqueror, they ſubmitted to be bound alſo, and 
ſ our Victory was complcat. 

It now remain'd, that the Captain and 1 ſhould 
„* Into onc another's Circumſtances : I began 
firſt, and told him my whole Hiſtory, which he 
heard with an Attention cven to Amazement, and 
particularly at the wonderful Manner of my bei 
dur ift with Proviſtions and Ammunition ; and, 
Indeed, as my Story is a whole Collettion of Wan- 
ders, it atlected him deeply; but when he reflected 
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from thence upon himſelf, and how I ſeem'd to 
ve been prefery'd there on purpoſe to ſave his 
ife, the Tcars ran down his Face, and he could 
k a Word more. | 
ter this Communication was at an End, I car- 
ry'd him and his two Men into my Apartment, 
leading them in jaſt where 1 came ont, viz. at the 
Top of the Houſe, where 1 refrcſh'd them with 
ach Proviſions as 1 had, and ſhew'd them all the 
Contrivances I had made, during my long, long, 
inhabiting that Place. 

All 1 ſhew'd them, all 1 Cid to them, was per. 
ſectiy amazing; but above all, the Captain admit d 
my Fortification,and how pet ſectiy 1 had conceal'd 
my Retreat with a Grove of Trecs, which having 
hren acw planted near twenty Vcars, and the Trees 
growing much {aſter than in England, was become 
little Wood, and & thick, tl.at it was unpaſſubic 
ia apy, Part of it, but at that one Side, where | 
had refery'd my little winding Paſſage into it: 
told him, this was wy Caſtle and my Reſidence ; 
but that I had a Scat in the Country, as moſt Prin- 
ces have, whither 1 could retreat upon Occaſion, 
and 1 would hen him that too another Time; 
but at preſent our Buſincſe was to conſider how to 

er the Slip: He agrecd with me as to that 

cold me, he was pericitly at a Loſs what Mcu- 
ſaxes to take ; for that there were ſtill fix and rwen- 
ty Hands on Board, who having cater'd into 4 
carded Conſpiracy, by w1 ich they had all forfeircd 
their Lives to the Law, would be harden'd in it 
now by Di ſpcration ; and would carry it on,know- 
ing that if they were reduced, they ſhould be 
Wong to the Gallows as ſoon ds they came 10 
England, or 19 any of the Engl fb Colonies ; and 
that thurcfore there would be no attacking them 
With 6 fuel! Num ab WE WETE, at 
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I muſed for ſome time upon what be had aid; 
and found it was a very rational Concluſion ; and 
that therefore ſomething was to be reſolved on ve- 
ry ſpecdily, as well to draw the Men on Board in- 
to ſome Snare for their Surprize,as to prevent their 
Landing upon us, and deſtroying us; upon this it 
ſently occur d to me, that in a little while, the 
hip's Crew wondering what was become of their 
Comrades and of the Boat, would certainly co 
on Shore in their other Boat, to ſee for them, 
that then perhaps they might come arm'd, and be 
too ſtrong, for us: This he allow'd was rational. 
Upon this I told him, the firſt Thing we had to 
do, was to ſtave the Boat, which lay upon the 
Beach, ſo that they might not carry her off; and 
taking every thing out of her, leave her ſo far uſe» 
leſs as not to be fit to ſwim ; accordingly we went 
on Board, took the Arms which were left on Board, 
out of her, and whatever elſe we found 
which was a Bottle of Brandy, and another 
Rum, a few Bisket-Cakes, a Horn of Powder, and 
a great _ x - in a Piece of Canvas ; the 
Sugar was five or fix Pounds; all which was 
very welcome to me, eſpecially the Brandy and 
Sugar of which 1 had, had none left for many 
cars. 


When we had carry'd all theſe Things on Shore, 
(the Oars, Maſt, Sail, and Rudder of the Boat, 
was carry d away before, as above) we knock'd g 
t Hole in the Bottom, that if they had come 
rong enough to maſter us, yet they could not 
Garry off the Boat. 
Indced it was not mach in my Thoughts, that 
we could be able torecover the Ship, but my View 
was, that if they went away without the Boat, Ldid 
not much queſtion to mts her fit a py us 
way i the Leoward Iſlands 41] pon ou

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2 the Spaniards, in my Way, for 1 had them 
N in my Thoughts. 


While we were thus ing our Deſigns, and 
had firſt, by main Strength, beaved the Boat up 
upon the Beach, ſo high that rhe Tide would not 
fleet her off at High-Warer-Mark ; and, beſides, 
had broke a Hole in her Bottom, too big to be 
quickly ſtopp'd, and were fat down muſing what 

e ſhould do, we heard the Ship fire a Gun, and 

her make a Waft with her Antient, as a Sig- 
nal for the Boat to come on Board; but no Boat 
ſtirr'd ; and they fir'd ſeveral times, making other 
Signals for the Boat. 
= At laſt when all their Signals and Firings prov'd 
Froitlcfs, and they found the Boat did not ſtir, we 
ſaw them, by the Help of my Glaſſes, hoiſt ano- 
ther Boat out, and row towards the Shore ; and 
we found as t —_ that there was no 
leſs than ten Men in her, and that they had Fire- 
Arms with them. 

As the Ship lay almoſt two Leagues from the 
Shore, we had a full View of them as they came, 
and a plain Sight of the Men, even of their Faces, 
becauſe the Tide having ſet them a little to the 
Eaſt of the other Boar,they rowed up under Shore 
to come to the ſamgeFlace, where the other had 
landed, and where the Boat lay. 

By this Means, I ſay, we had a full view of them, 
and the Capthin knew their Perſons and Chara- 
Gers of all the Men in the Boat; of whom he ſid, 
that there were three very honeſt Fellows, who 
he was ſure were led into this Conſpiracy by the 
reſt, being over-powered and frighted. 

But that as for the Boarſwain, who it ſeems as 
the chief Officer among them, and all the reſt, they 
were av out ragious as any of the Ship's Crew, and 
were,ao doubt, made defpcrate in their new Huter. 
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prize; and terribly apprehenſive he was, that ay 
wonld be too powerful for us. 

| ſmil'd at iin, and told him, that Men in our 
Circumſtances were paſt the Operations of Fear : 
That ſecing almoſt every Condition that could be 
was better than that which we were ſuppos'd to be 
in, we ought to expect that the Conſequence, whe- 
ther Death or Life, would be ſure to be a Delive- 
rance. I asked him what be thought of the Cir- 
cumſtances of my Life? And, whether a Delive- 
rance were not worth venturing for ? And where, 
— ſaid I, is your Beliefof my being preſerv'd here 

on purpoſe to ſave your Life, which elevated you 
a little while ago? For my Part, aid I, there ſeems 
to be but one Thingamils in all the Profpct of it: 
What's that ? ſays he; why, (aid I, Lis that, as you 
ſay, there are three or four honeſt Fellows a 
them, which ſhould be {par'd , had they been all of 
the wicked part of the Crew, "L/hould have thought 
God's Providence had fingicd them out to deliver 
them into your Hands ; for depend upon it, every 
Man of them that comes a- hte arp our own, and 
ſhall die or live, as they behave to us. 

As 1 ſpoke this with a rais'd Voice and 1 
Cuntcnance, I tound it greatly Sperm 
we ſet yigoroully to our Buſigeh: : 
the friſt Appearance of the — $ coming tones the 
dh , — er d of ſeparating our Pri and 
indeed ſecur d —4 cfiectually, 

Two of them, of whom the Captain was Ich af- 
ſur'd than ordinary, | ſent with Friday, and one of 
the three (deliver d Men) to my Cave, where they 
were remote cnuough, and out of Danger of — 
hcard or diſcover'd, or of finding — Way out of 
he Woods thy could havedcliver'd Lhemiclyes, 
Herc they left them bound, but gave them Proviſi- 


ons, and promiſed them if they continued there 
* 3 quietly, 


. 
quietly, to give them their Liberty in a Day or 
two * abe they attempted their Eſcape, they 
ſhonld be put to Death without Mercy. They pro- 
mis'd faithfully to bear their Confinement with 
Patience, and were very thank ful that they had 
foch good Uſage as to have Proviſions, and a Light 
left them; for Friday gave them Candles (ſuch as 
we made our ſelves) for their Comfort; and they 
did not know but thut he ſtood Centinel over 
them at the Entrance. 

The other Priſoners had better Uſape;, two of 
them were kept pinion'd indeed, becauſe the Cap- 
tain was not free to truſt them , but the other two 
were taken into my Service upon their Captain's 
Recommendation, and upon their ſolemnly enga- 
ing to live and die with us; ſo, with them and the 
ree honeſt Men, we were ſeven Men well arm'd; 
and | made no doubt we ſhould be able to deal well 
enough with the Ten that were a coming, conſi- 
dering that the Captain had £:id, there were three 
or four honeſt Men among, them alſo. 

As ſoon as they got to the Place where their o- 

ther Boat lay, they run their Boat into the Beach, 
and came all on Shore, hailing the Boat vp oftcr 
them, which 1 was glad to ſee ;, for I was afraid 
they would rather have left the Font at an An- 
chor, ſome Diſtance from the Shore, with ſome 
Hands in her to guard her; and fo we ſhould not 
be able to ſcire the Boat. 
_ Being on Shore, the firſt Thing they did, they 
en all to the other Boar, and it was caly to ke 
that they were undcr a great Servi, to find hes 
Rripp'd as above, of ail that was in her, and a 
great Hole in her Bottom, 

After they had mus d a while upon this, they 
ſee up two or three preat Shouts, ho ing wit 
all their Might, to try if they could make their 
(Conni; 
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Companions hear; but all was to no Purpoſe: Then 
they came all cloſe ina Ring, and fir'd a Volley of 
their ſmall Arms, which indeed we heard, and the 
Echoes made the N nds ring; but it was all one 
thoſe in the Cave we were ſure could not hear,and 
thoſe in our Keeping, though they heard it well e- 
nough, yet durſt give no Anſwer to them. 

They were fo aſtoniſh'd at the Surprize of this, 
that as they told us afterwards,thcy reſol wd to go 
all on Board again to their Ship, and let them know 
there, that the Men were all murder'd, and the 
Long-Boat ſtav'd ; _— they immediately 
lauach'd their Boat again, and got all of them on 

The Captain was terribly amarz'd, and even con- 
founded at this, belicving they would go on Board 
the Ship again and cr Sail, giving their Comrades 
for loſt, and ſo he ſhonld till loſe the Ship, which 
he was in Hopes we ſhould have recover'd ; but he 
was quickly as much ſrighted the other way. 

They had not been long put off with the Boat, 
but we perceiv'd them all coming, on Shore again ; 
but with this new Meaſure in their Conduct, which 
it ſeems they conſulted ropgerher upon, vi. To 
cave three Men in the Boar, and the ref! to go on 
Shore, and go up into the Country to look for 
their Fellows, 

This was a great Diſappoiut ment tous: for now 
we were at 4 Lo what to do,; for our firing 
thoſe ſeven Men on Shore would be no Advantage 
to us, if we let the Bazt cſrape, ta ſe they would 
then row away to the Ship, and then the reſt of 
them would be ſurc 10 weigh and ſet Sail, and fo 
our recovering the Ship would be loft, 

However, we had no Remedy but to wait and 
foe what the Hue of Things might preſent : The 
leren Men came oy Shoe, and the three who re» 
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ind in the Boat, put her off to a good Diſtance 
om the Shore, and came to an Anchor to wait 
for them; ſo that it was impoſſible for us to come 
at them in the Boat. 
Thoſe that came on Shore, kept cloſe together, 
marching towards the Top of the lictle Hill, under 
which my Habitation lay; and we could fee them 
plainly, tho' they could not perceive us : We 
could have been very glad they would have come 
nearer to us, ſo that we might have fir'd at them, 
or that they would have gone farther off, that we 
might have come Abroad. 
ut when they were come to the Brow of the 
Hill, where they could ſee a preat Way into the 
Valleysand Woods, which lay towords the North- 
Eaſt Part, and where the Ifland lay loweſt, they 
ſhouted and hallow'd till they were weary, ; and 
not Guts it ſecms, to venture far from the Shore, 
nor fur from one another, they ſat down together 
under a Tree, to conlider of it: Had they thouę ht 
fit to have gone to ſleep there, as the other Party 
of them had done, they had done the Jobb for us, 
but they were too full of Apprehenſions of Danger, 
to venture to go to flcep, tho they could not tell 
what the Dangcr was they had to fear neither.

to come any faſter, which was very welcome 
News to us. 

At length they came up to the Boat; but tit 
impoſſible to expreſs their Confuſion, when they 
fund rhe Boat faſt a-gronnd in the Creek, the 
Tide ebhd out, and their two Men gone: We 
euld hear them call to one another in a moſt la- 
mentahle Manner, telling one another they were 
gotren into an inchanted Wand ; that cither there 
were luhabitants in it, and they ſhonld all be mur- 
der'd; or elſt there ere Devils or Spirits in it, and 

ſhould be a!l carry'd away and devour'd,. '" 
hey hotlow'd again, and calld their ews 
Comerades by their Names a great many Times.

have been all as bad as 1, which by the Way was not 
true neither; for it ſeems this Will.

However, the Captain told him he muſt lay down

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nour's Mercy, by which he meant me; for they 


all called me Governovr. 
In a Word, they all laid down their Arms, and 
2 their Lives; and 1 ſent the Man that had 
parly'd with them, and two more, who bound 
them all; and then my great Army of 50 Men, 
which particularly with thoſe three, were all but 
ight, came up and ſeiz'd upon them all, and up- 
on their Boat, only that 1 kept my ſelf and one 
more out of Sight, for Reaſons of State. 
Our next Work was to repair the Boat, and to 
think of ſeizing the Ship; and as for the Captain, 
he had Leiſure to parly with them: He expo- 
ulated with them upon the Villany cf their Pra- 
ices with him, and at length, _ the farther 
Wickednoeſs of their Deſiga, an how certainly it 
mult bring them to Miſery and Diſtreſꝭ in the End, 
and perhaps to the Gallows.

Kind of a Government they had, and calld theCaps 
rain to me; when I call'd, as at a goon fone, 
one of the Men was orderd to ſpeak again, and ſay 
to the Captain, Captain, the Commander calls for 
you; and preſently the Captain reply'd, Tell bis 
Excellency, I am juſt a coming : This more perfettly 
amus'd them; and they all believ'd that the Com- 
mander was juſt by with his fifty Men, 

Upon the Captain's coming to wy I told him 
my Project for ſeizing the Ship, which he lik'd of 
wonderfully well, and reſolv d to put it ia Execu- 
tion the next Morning, 

But in order to execute it with more Art, and 
ſecure of Succeſs, I told him, we muſt divide the 
Priſoners, and that he ſhould go and take Arhing 
and two more of the worſt of them, and ſend them 
pinion d to the Cave where the others lay: This 
was committed to Friday and the two Men whe 
came on Shore with the Captain. | 

They convey'd them to the Cave, as to a Pris 
ſn ; and it was, indeed, a diſmal Place, eſpecially 
to Men in their Condition, 

The other I order d to my Bower, as I call'd i, 
of which | have given 4 full Deſcription ; and ay 
it was fenc'd in, and they pinion d; the Place was 
ſecure enough, conlidering they were upon their 
behaviour, 

To thc in the Morning 1 ſent the Ca

Arms. 3. The other two, who | had kept 'tiſſ now 
in my Bower, pinion'd, but, upon the Capt. in's 
Motion, had now releas'd. 4 Theſe five releas d 
at laſt; ſo that they wer” eve in all, beſides 
five we kept Priſoners in the Cave for Hoſtages. 

I ask'd the Captain, if he was willing to ven- 
ture with theſe Hands cn board the Ship; for, 
as for me and my Man Friday, 1 did not thiak 
it was proper for us to ſtir, having ſ-ven Men 
left behind; and it was Employment cnough for 
us to keep them aſunder, and ſupply them with 
Victuals, 

As to the ſive in the Cave, 1 reſolv'd to ke 
them faſt; but Friday went in twice a Day to them, 
to ſupply them with Neceſſaries ; and 1 made the 
other two carry Proviſions to à Certain Diſtance, 
where Friday was to take it. 

When 1 ſhew'd my ſelf to the two Iloſtages, it 
was with the Captain, who told them, 1 was the 
Perſon the Governour had order'd 19 look after 
them, and that it was the Cover nu Pleaſure they 
ſhould not ftir any where but by my Direction; 
that if they did, they ſhould be ferch'd into the 
Caſtle, and be laid in 1rous; ſo that 66 we ne- 
ver ſuffered them to ſee me as Governour, fo 1

. The Captain now had no Diſp̃culty before him 
but to furniſh his two Boats, ſtop the Breach of 


one, and Man them. He made his Paſſenecr 
Captain of one, with four other Men ; and him- 
ſelf, and his Mate, and five more went in the o- 
ther: And they contriv'd their Buſineſs very well; 
for they came up to the Ship about Midnight. As 
ſoon as they came within Call of the Ship, he made 
Robinſon hale them, and tell them he had brought 
off the Men and the Boat, but that it was a long 
Time before they had found them, and the like; 
holding them in a Chat till they came to the Ship's 
Side 3; when the Captain and the Mate, entering 
firſt with their Arms, immediately knock'd down 
the Second Mate and Carpentcr with the But-end 
of their Muskets, being very faithfully ſeconded 
by their Men; they ſecur'd all rhe reſt that were 
upon the Main and Quarter Decks, and began to 
faſten the Hatches to keep them down who were 
below, when the other Boat and their Men entcr- 
ing at the Fore-Chains, ſecur d the Fore-Caſtle of 
the Ship, and the Scuttle which went down in 
the Cook-Room, making three Men they found 
there Priſoncrs. 

When this was donc, and all ſafe upon Deck, the 
Captain order'd the Mate with three Men to break 
into the Round-Houſe, where the new Rebel Cap- 
tain lay ; and, having taken the Alarm, was got ten 
up, and with two Men and a Boy had gotten ne- 
Arms in their Hands ; and when the Mate with « 
Crow ſplit open the Door, the new Captain and 
his Men fir'd boldly among them, and wounded thi 
Mate with a Musket-Ball, which broke his Arm, 
8nd wounded two more of the Men, bot Kid no 
Body, * 
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The Mate calling for Help, ruſh'd however in- 
” 5 roy e, wounded _ was, and with 
is Pi t the new Captain through the Head, 
the Bullet entering at his Mouth, and came out 
again behind one of his Ears; fo that he never 
ſpoke a Word; upon which the reſt yielded, and 
the Ship was taken eſſectually, without any more

'derd him of: Upon this he call'd aloud to the 


Boat, and bid his Men bring the Things a- hore 
that were for the Governour; and indeed it was 
a Preſent, as if I nad heen one not that was to be 
carry'd away along with them, but as if I had been 
to dwell upon the Iſland ſt ill, and they were to go 
without me. | 

Firſt he had brought me a Caſe of Bottles full 
of excellent Cordial Waters, fix large Bottles of 
Madera Wine; the Bottles held two Quarts a- 
Piece; tw» Pound of excellent good Tobacco, 
twelve god Pieces of the Ship's Bec f, and fix Pie- 
c $ of Pork, with a Bag of Peaſe, and about a hun- 
died Weight of Bisket. 


He brought me alſo a Box of Sugar, a Box of 


Flower, a Bag full of Lemons, and two Bottles of 
Lime-juice, and abundance of other Things : But 
heſiges theſe, and what was z thouſand times mags 
uſe ſul to me, he brought me {ix clean new Shir 
fix very good Neckcloaths, two Pair of Gloves, 
one Pair of Shoes, a Hat, and one Pair of Stock- 
inos, and a very good Suit of Cloeths of his own, 
which had been worn but very little: In a Word, 
he cloathed me from Head to Foot, 

It was a very kind and agrecable Preſent, as any 
one may imagine, to one in my Circumſtances : 
Put never wasany thing in the World of that Kind 
ſ5 unpleaſant, awkard, and uncaſy as it was to 
me to wear ſuch Cloaths at their firft putting on. 

After theſe Ceremonics pait, and after all his 
good Things were brought into my tte Apart- 
nent, we began to conjult what was to be done 
with the Prifoncrs we had; for it was worth con-

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ſidering, whether we might venture to take them 
away with us or no, ially two of them, who 
we knew to be incorrigible and refractory to the 
laſt degree; and the Captain ſaid, he knew they 
were ſuch Rogues, that there was no obliging 
them, and if he did carry them away, it muſt be 
in Irons, as Malefattors to be deliver'd over to Ju- 
ſtice at the firſt Engliſh Colony he could come at ; 
and | found that the Captain himſelt was very an- 
$0vs about it. 

Upon this, I told him, that if he defired it, 1 
durſt undertake to bring the two Men he ſpoke of, 
to make it their own Requeſt that he ſhould leave 
them upon the Iſland : I ſhould be very glad of that, 
ſays the Captain, with all my Heart. 

Well, ſays I, I will ſend for them up, and talk 
with them for you; fo I caus'd Friday and the two 
Hoſtages, for they were now diſcharg'd, their 
Comrades having perform'd their Promiſe ; | ſay, 1 
cavſcd them to go to the Cave, and bring up the 
five Men pinione d, as they were, to the Bower and 
keep them there till I came. 

frer ſome Time, I came thither dreſs'd in my 
new Habit, and now | was call'd Governour again;

One of them anſwer'd in the Name of the 
That they had nothing to ſay but this, That when 
they were taken the Captain promis d them their 
Lives, and they humbly implor'd my Mercy : But 
I told them, I knew not what Mercy to ſhew them; 
for, as for myſelf, | had reſolved to quit the 
Ifland with all my Men, and had taken _—_ 
with the Captain to go for England: And as for 
the Captain, he could not carry them to England, 
other then as Priſoners in Irons to be tryed for 
Mutiny and running away with the Ship; the 
Conſequence of which they muſt needs know 
would be the Gallows; that 1 could not tell 
which was beſt for them, unleſs they had a Mind 
to take their Fate in the Iſland ; if they deſir d tha 
I did not care, as | had Liberty to lcave it, 1

Upon this, I prepar'd to go on Board the Ship, 
but told the Captain, that I would ſtay that Night 
to prepare wy Things, and defi'd him to go on 
Board in the mean Time, and keep all right in 
the Ship, and ſend the Boat on Shore the next Da 

me; ordering him, in the mean time, to cau 
the new Captain who was kill'd, to be hang'd at 
the Yard-Arm, that theſe Men might ſee him. 

When the Captain was gone, I ſeat for the Men 
up to me to my Apartment, and enter'd ſeriouſly 
into Diſcourſe with them of their Circumſtances , 
T told them, I thought they had made a right

_ When | took Leave of this Iſland, I carry'd on 
Board for Reliques the great Goat's Skin Cap I had 
e, my Umbrella, and one of my Parrots ; 
I forgot not to take the Money I formerly 
mention d, which had lain by me ſo long uſelcſi 
that it was grown ruſty, or tarniſhed, and cou 
hardly paſs for Silver, till it had been a little 
ruhbed and handled ; as alſo the Money 1 found 
in the Wreck of the Spaniſh Ship. 

And thus I left the Iſland, the Nineteenth of 
December, as I found by the Ship's Account, in the 
Year 1686, after I had been upon it eight and 
twenty Years, two Months, and ninetcen Days; 
being deliver'd from this ſecond Captivity the ſame 
Day ofthe Month, that I firſt made my eſcape, in 
the ane Lagos from among the Afoors of Sallce. 

In this Veſſel, after a long Voyage, I arriv'd in 
England, the Eleventh of June, in the Year 1687, 
kaving been thirty and five Years abſent.

My Benefaftor and faithful Stew- 
ard, who I had left in Truſt with my Moncy, was 
alive ; but had had great Misſortuncs in the World, 
was hecome a Wi the ſecond Time, and very 
low in the World : I made her eaſ as to what ſhe 
meaſuring her, I would give her no Trouble; 
t on the contrary, in gratitude to her former 
Care and Faithfulacfs to me, 1 relieved her, as ny 
lietle Stock would afford, which at that Lime 
would indeed allow me to do but little for her;

I might well ſay now, indeed, That the latter 
End of Job was better than the Beginning. It is 
impoſſible to expreſs the Flutterings of my very 
Heart, when I look d over theſe Letters, and c ſpe- 
cially when | found all my Wealth about me; for 
as the Braſil Ships come all in Fleets, the ſame 
Ships which brought my Letters, brovght my 
Goods; and the Effects were ſafe in the River be- 
fore the Letters came to my Hand. In a Word, 
I turn'd pale, and grew lick ; and had not the old 
Man run and fetch'd me a Cordial, 1 believe the 
ſudden Surprize of Joy had overſet Nature, and | 
had dy'd upon the Spot. 

Kay, after that I continued very ill, and was ſo 
ſome Hours, till a Phyſician being ſent for, and 
ſomething of the real Cauſe of my Illneſs being

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told him, that next to the Providence of Heaven, 
which diſpoſes all Things, it was owing to him; 
and that it now lay on me to reward him, which 
I would do a hundred fold: So 1 firſt returned to 
him the hundred Moidores | had received of him, 
then I ſent for a Notary, and cauſed him to draw 
up a General Releaſe or Diſcharge for the 470 
Moidores, which he had acknowledged heow'd me, 
in the fulleſt and firmeſt manner poſſible ;, after 
which, I caus d a Procuration to be drawn, im- 
wering him to be my Recciverof the Annual Pro- 
ts of my Plantation, and appointing my Partner 
to Accompt to him, and make the Returns by the 
uſual Flects to him in my Name: And a Clauſe in 
the End, being a Grant of 109 Moidores a Year to 
him, during his Life, out of the Effects, and 50 
Moidores a Year to his Son after him, for his Life: 
And thus I required my old Man. 

I was now to conſider which Way to ſteer my 
Courſe next, and what to do with the Eſtate that 
Providence had thus put into my Hands; and, in- 
deed, I had more Care upon my Head now, than 
I had in my filent State of Life in the Iſland 
where | wanted nothing bur what 1 had and 
had nothing but what 1 wanted : Whereas | had 
now a great Charge upon me, and my Buineſs 
was how to ſecure it, I had ne'er a Cave now ta 
hide my Money in, of a Place where it might lye 
without Lock or Key, till it grew mouldy and 
tarniſh'd before any Body would meddle with it: 
On the contrary, 1 knew not where to put it, or 
who to trult with it, My old Patron, the Cap- 
tain, indeed was honeſt, and that was the only 
Refuge | had, 

in the neut "Place, my Intereſt in the Braſil 
fem'd to ſummon me thither ; but now 1 could 
not tell how to think of going thither, "Ol 1 had 
24 ſettled 
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ſettled my Affairs, and left my Effects in ſome ſafe 
Hands behind me. Ar firſt I thought of my old 
Friend the Widow, who I knew was honeſt, and 
would be juſt ro me; but then ſhe was in Years, 
and but „ and, for ought I knew, might be in 
Debt; fo that, in a Word, I had no Way but to 
go hack to Exgland my ſelf, and take my Effects 
with me. 

It was ſome Months however before I reſ0lycd 
upon this; and therefore, as 1 had rewarded the 
old Captain fully, and to his Satis faction, who had 
been my former Benc factor, fo 1 began to think of 
my Widow, whoſe Husband had cen my 
firſt hene factor, and ſhe while it was in her Power, 
my faithful Steward and Inſtructor. So the firſt 
Thing 1 did, I got a Merchant in Lisbon to write to 
his Corre ent in London, not only to pay a 
Bill, bat to go 5nd her out, and carry her in Mo- 
ney an hundred Pownds from me, and to talk with 
her, and comfort her in her Poverty, by telling 
her, ſhe ſhould, if 1 liv'd, have a further Supply : 
At the ſame time 1 ſent my two Siſters in the 
Country, each of them an hundrcd Pounds, they 
being, though not in Want, yet not in very good 
Circumſtances ; one kaving been merry d, and left 
s Widow, and the other having a Husbaid not fo 
kind to her as he ſhould be, 

But among all my Kclations or Acquaintances, 
] could not yet pitch upon one, to whom 1 durft 
commir the Groſs of wy Stock, that 1 might go 
away 10 the Braſils, and leave Things fate behind 
me ; and this greatly perplexed me. 

| had once « Mind 15 have gone to the Braſils, 
and have fertied my fot there; for 1 was, as it

prepar'd to go for Fi with all my Wealth. 

In order to prepare I hings for my going Home, 
ſirſt (the Braſil Ficet being juſt going away) reſoly A 
to give Anſwers ſuitable io the juſt and faithful Ac- 
count of Things I had from thence; and firſt to the 
Prior of St. Ag uſbin. l wrote a Letter full of Thanks 
for their juſt Dealings, and the Offer of the $52

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ment of my Part, according to the Powers I had 
left with my old Patron, to whom l deſi d him to 
Fend whatever became due to me, *rill he ſhould 
hear from me more particularly; aſſuring him, that 
it was my Intention, not only to come to him, but 
to ſertle my ſelf there for the Remainder of my 
Life : To this | added a very handſome Preſent of 
ſome Italian Silks for his Wife and two Daughters, 
for ſuch the Captain's Son inform'd me he had; 
with two Pieces of fine Engliſh Broad-Cloath, the 
bell could get in Lsbon, five Pieces of black Bays, 
and ſome Flanders Lace of a good Value. 

Having thus ſettled my Affairs, fold my Carpgoe, 
end turn'd all my Eſſects into good Bills of Ex- 
change, my next Difficulty was, which Way to go 
to England : | had been accuſtom'd enough to the 
Sea, and yet I had a ſtrange Averſion to going to 
England by Ses at that Time; and though I could 
give no Reaſon for it, yet the Difhculry encreas'd 
upon me ſo much, that though I had once ſhipp'd 
my Baggage, in order to go, yet I altered my Mind, 
and that not once, but two or three times. 

It is truc, I had been very unſortunate by Sca, 
and this might be ſome of the Reaſons ; Bur ler 
no Mon flight the ſtrong Impulſes of his own 
Thoughts in Caſes of ſich Moment: Two of the 
Ships which | had fingled our to go in, | mean, 
more particularly ſing led out than any other, that 
is to ſay, ſo as in one of them to put my 1 hingson 
Board, and in the other to have agreed with the 
Captain; I, two of theſe Ships miſcarry'd, viz 
one was taken by the Algerines, and the other 
was caſt away on the rt near Torbay, and all the 
ne drown'd except three ; fo that in either of 
» Veſlchs i had been made miſerable, and in 
which moſt, it was hard 10 foy, 


Having 


Having been thus haraſꝰd in my Thonghts, my 
old Pilot, to whom i communicated every thing, 
preſs'd me carneſtly not to go by Sea; but either 
to go hy Land to the Grone, and crofs over the 
Pay of Biſcay to Rachell, from whence it was but 
an caſy and ſafe Journey by Land to Paris, and fo 
to Calais and Dover; or to go up to Madrid, and 
ſo ai] the Way by Land through France. 

In a Word,l was fo prepoſſeſs'd againſt my going 
by Sca at all, except from Calais to Dover, that 
| reſolv'd to travel all the Way by Land; which, 
as | was not in Haſte, and did not value the 
Charge, was by much the pleaſanter Way; and to 
make it more ſo, my old Captain brought an Eng- 
liſh Gentleman, the Son of a Merchant in Lisbon, 
who was willing to Travel with me: After whic 
we pick d up two more Engiſh Merchants alſo, a 
two young Portugueſe Gentlemen, the laſt going to 
Paris only; Þ that we were in all ſix of us, and 
five Servants ; the two Merchants, and the two 
Portug «eſe contenting themſelves with one Servant 
berween two, to ſave the Charge ; and as for me, 
| got an Engliſh Sailor to travel with me as a Ser- 
vant, behdes my Man Friday, who was too much 
a Stranger, to be capable of ſupplying the Place 
of a Servant on the Road. 

In this Manner 1 ſet out from Lien; and our 
Company being all very well mounted and arm'd, 
we made a little Troop, whercof they did me the 
Honour to call me Captain, as well becauſe 1 was 
the oldeſt Man, as becauſe 1 had two Scrvante, 
and, indeed, was the Original of the whole 

racy, 

As | have troubled you with none of my Sea 

Journals, o 1 ſhall trouble you now with none of 

Wy Land Journal ; But ſome Adventures that hap- 
24 peu d 
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pen'd tous in this tedious and difficult Journey, 1 
muſt not omit. | 

When we came to Madrid, we being all of us 
Strangers to Spain, were willing to ſtay ſome Time 
to ſee the Court of Spain, and to ſce what was 
worth obſerving ; but it being the latter Part of 
the Summer, we haſten'd away, and ſet out from 
Madrid about the Middleof October: But when we 
came to the Edge of Navarre, we were alaram'd at 
ſeveral Towns on the Way, with an Account, that 
ſo much Snow was fallen on the French Side of the 
Mountains, that ſeveral Travellers were oblig'd 
to come back to Pampeluna, after having attempred, 
at an extreme Hazard, to paſs on. 


When we came oa it ſelf, we found it 
ſo indeed; and to me that had been always uſed 


toa hot Climate, and indeed to Countries where 
we could ſcarce bear any Cloaths on, the Cold was 
inſufferable ; nor, indeed, was it more painful than 
it was ſurprizing, to come bp ten Days before out 
of the Ola Caftile, where the Weather was not only 
warm, but very hot; and immediately to feel a 
Wind from the Pyrenean Mountains, fo very keen, 
ſo ſeverely cold, as to be intolerable and to en- 
danger benumbing and periſhing of our Finger 5 
and Tocs, 

Poor Friday was really frighted when he ſaw the 
Mountains all cover'd with Snow, and ſelt cold 
Weather, which he had never ſcen or felt before 
in his Life. 

To mend the Matter, when we came to Pam- 

wa, it continu'd Snowing with fo much Vio- 

ace, and ſo long, that the People ſoid, Winter 
Was Come before its Time, and the Roads, which 
were diſfcuſt before, were now quite pnpatlublc 
for, in a Word, the Snow lay in foine Faces 169 
Thick ir to Travel ; and einn not haze froren, 
4» 
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as in the Caſe in Northern Countries, there was no 
going without being in Danger of being bury'd 
alive every Step. We ſtaid no lefs than twenty 
Days at P a ; when (ſeeing the Winter com- 
ing on, and no likely hood of its being better, for 
it was the ſevereſt Winter all over Europe that had 
been known in the Memory of Man) 1 propoſed 
that we ſhould all go away to Fonterabia, and there 
take Shipping for Bourdeaux, which ,was a very 
little Voyage. 

But while we were conſidering this, there came 
in four French Gentlemen, who having been ſtop» 
ped on the French fide of the Paſſes, as we were on 
the Spaniſh, had found out a Guide, who — 
the Country near the Head of doc, 
brought them over the Mountains by ſach Ways, 
that they were not much incommoded with the 
Snow ; and where they met with Snow in any 
Quantity, they ſaid it was frozen hard enough to 
bear them and theifWHorſes. 

We ſent for this Guide, who told us, he would 
undertake to carry us the ſame Way, withno Ha- 
zard from the Snow, provided we were arm'd ſuf- 
ficiently to protect us from wild Beaſts ; for, he 
ſaid, upon theſe great Snows, it was frequent for 
ſome Wolves to ſhow themſclves at the Foot of 
the Mountains, being made ravenous for want of 
Fond, the Ground being covered with Snow: We 
told him we were well cnough prepared for ſuch 
Creatures as they were,it he would enſure us from 
a Kind of two legged Wolves, which we were told 
we were in moſt Danger from, eſpecially on the 
French Side of the Mountains. 

He ſatisfy'd us there was nv Danger of that Kind 
in the way that we were to go: 50 we readily a- 
greed to follow him, as did alſo twelve other Gen- 


tlemen,

temen, with their Servants, ſome French, ſome 
Fi, who, as I faid, had attempted to go, and 
were oblig'd to come back again. 

- Accordingly we all ſet out for Pampeluna, with 
our Guide, on the fifteenth of November ; and in- 


= ſurpriz'd, when inſtead of going for- 
Road 


he came directly back with us, on the ſame 

that we came Madrid, above twenty 
Miles; when, being paſs'd two Rivers, and come 
into the plain Country, we found our ſelves in a 
warm Climate again, where the Country was plea- 
fant, and no Snow to be ſeen; but on a ſudden, 
turning to the Left, he approach'd the Mountains 
another Way; and though it is true, the Hills and 
Precipices look'd — he made fo many 
T ſuch Mcanders, and led us by ſuch wind- 
ing 27 that we were inſenſibly paſs'd the 
Height of the Mountains, without being much 
incumber'd with the Snow; and all on a ſudden 
he ſhew'd us the pleaſant fruitful Provinces of Lan- 
guedec and Gaſcoign, all green and flouriſhing , tho? 
indeed it was at a great Diſtance, and we had fome 
rough Way to yer. 

We were a lirfleunaiſy howe ver, when we found 
it ſnow'd one whole Day, and at Night, Þ faſt, 
that we could not travel; but he bid us be cafy, 
we ſhould ſoon be paſt it all : We found, indeed, 
that we began to deſcend every Day, and to come

in vight, out ruſh'd three monſtrous Wolves

the Guide, and had he been half « Mile before 
had becu de vou d indeed, before we could 
ve 


to thick Wood ; two of the Wolves fe up- 
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have help'd him : One of them faſten'd 
Horſe, and the other attacked the Man with that 
Violence, that he had not Time, or not Preſence 
of Mind enough to draw his Piſtol, but hollowed 


and cry'd out to us moſt ** my Man Friday 


upon his 


being next to me, 1 bid him ride up, and ſce what 
was the Matter: As ſ5on as Friday came in Sight 
of the Man, he hollow'd as loud as t'other, O Ma- 


fer! O Maſter ! But like a bold Fellow, rode di- 


rectly up to the poor Man, and with his Piſtol 
ſhot the Wolf that attacked him into the Head. 

It was happy for the poor Man, that it was my 
Man Friday; for he having been uſed to that kind 
of Creature in his Country, had no Fear upon 
him but went cloſe up to him, and ſhot him, as 
above; whereas any of us would have fir'd at a 
farther Diſtance, and have perhaps either miſꝭ d 
the Wolf, or endanger'd ſhooting the Man. 

But it was enongh to have terrify'd a bolder 
Man than I, and indeed it alarm'd all our Compa- 
ny, when with the Noiſe of FA Piſtol, we 
heard on both Sides the diſmalleſt howling of 
Wolves, and the Koiſe redoubled by rhe Eccho of 
the Mountains, that it was to us as if there had 
been « prodigious Multitude of them; and perhaps 
indeed, there was not ſuch a few, as that we had 
no Cauſe of Apprehenſions, 

However, as Friday had killed this Wolf, the o- 
ther, that had ſaſten d upon the Horſe, left him im- 
mediately, and fled, having happily faſten'd 
his Head, where the Boſſes of the Bridle had Kuck 
in his Tecth, ſo that he had not done him much 
Hurt : The Man, indeed, was moſt hurt ; for the 
raging Creature had bit him twice, once on the 
Arm, and the other Time a little above his Knee; 
and he was juſt as it were tumbling down by the

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Diſorder of his Horſe, when Friday came up and

It is eaſy to ſuppoſe, that at the Noiſe of Fri-

im) ateſt Diverſion imaginable. As the 
Bear is a heavy, clumſey Creature, and does not 


galſop as the Wolf does, who is ſwift and light; 
he has two particular Qualities, which generally 
are the _ of — Af! Firſt, — to Men, who 
are not his Prey, 1 ſay, not his proper Prey, 
becaoſe,tho dent ſay what exceſſive — might 
do, which was now their Caſg, the Ground being 
altgover'd with Snow; but as to Men, he does not 
uſually attemp them, unleſ they firſt attack him: 
On the contrary, if you meet him in the Woods, if

his other Buſineſs aſide to purſue his Revenge, 
for he will have Satisfaction in Point of Honour, 
that is his firſt Quality : The next is, That if he 
be once affronted, he will never leave you, Night 
or Day, till he has his Revenge, but follows at 
a good round Rate, till he overtakes you.

come down on the Gaſcoign vide of the Mount 
we were enter d a vaſt great Foreft, where the

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. Friday, who had, as we ſay, the Heels of the Beat; 
came up with him quickly, and takes up a great

Wee kept our Arms ready, and our Eyes about us, 
but we ſaw no more Wolves, till we came thro 
that Wood, which wzs near helf a Leaguc, and en- 
ter d the Plain; as ſoon as we came into the Plain, 
we had Occaſion enough to look about us; The 
firſt Object we met with, was a dead Horſe;

a Time; however, at preſent we had no Neceſſi- 
ty ; for upon firing the firſt Volley, the Enemy 
made a full Stop, being terrify d as well with the 
Noiſe, as with the Fire; four of them being ſhot 
into the Read Aropp'd,feveralothers were wound- 
ed, and went bleeding off, as we could fee by the 
Snow, | found they Kopp's, but did not immedi- 
ately retreat; whereupon remembriag that I had 
been told, that the Herceſt Creatures were terri- 
fy'd at the Voice of a Man, | caus'd all our Com- 
pany to hollow as loud as we could, and 1 found 
the Notion not altogether miſtaken ; for upon

hſb (Accs, 4nd on « fuddia, we poriciv'd 2 or 
3 Troops of Wolves, onc on our K, once behind 
us, and one on our Front , fo thut we em d to 
be Jurrounded with em; however, a5 they did not 
1) WpaB 8, WE kept our Way lorward, as faſt as 
222 
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we bould make our Horſes go, which the Way be- 
ing very rough, was only a good large Trot ; and 
in this manncr we came in View of the Entrance 
of + Wood, thro which we were to paſs, at the 
farther ſide of the Plain; but we were greatly ſur- 
u, when coming near the Lane, or Paſs, we 
w a confus'd Number of Wolves ſtanding juſt 
at the Entrance. | 

On a ſadden, at another opening of the Wood, 
we heard the Noiſe of a Gun; and looking that 
Way, ont ruſh'd a Horſe, with a Saddle, and a 
Bridle on him, flying like the M ind, and ſixtcen or 
ſeventeen Wolves after him, full Specd; indeed, 
the Horſe had rhe Hecls of them; but as we ſup- 
od ther be could not hold it at that rate, we 
doubie d not but they would get up with him at 
hſt, and no queſtion but they did. 

But here we had a moſt berrible Sight; for ri- 
ding up to the Kntrence where the Horſe came 
out, we found the Carcaſs of another Horſe, and of 
wo Mcn,devour d by the ravenous Creatures, and 
onc of the Mcn was no doubt the ſame who we 
beerd fire the Gun ; for there lay 4 Gun juſt by 
him ſu d off, but as to the Man, his ticad, and 
the vp; cr Part of his Body, was caten up. 

This id us with Horror, and we knew not 
h. (one to take, but the Creatures refoly'd us 
ſoon, hn they, nt her d about us preſently,in hopes 
of Prcygand 4 verily belies ec there were three hunts 
dred item: li happend very much to our Ad- 
vant ii, that at 11 Entrance into the Wood, but 
a hich Way from it, there lay ſome large 1imber 
Ie, which had ben cut down the dummer he- 
fore, 411% 4 ſuppoſe, lay rhere tor Carriage ; 1 drew 
my i T ro9p 10 among tue Trees and plocing 
n ci in a An, beland onc long Tres, 1 Gr 
vd Liens 211 49 44400, and beet in Lge Ice Ine 
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fore us, for a Breaſt-Work, to ſtand in a Tri- 
angle, or three Fronts, encloſing our Horſes in 
the Center. 

We did fo, and it was well we did; for never 
was a more furious Charge than the Creatures 
made upon us in this Place; they came on as with 
a growling kind of a noiſe and mounted the Piece 
of Timber, (whichas ! ſid, wasour Preaſt-Work) 
as if they were only ruſhing upon their Frey; and 
this Fury of thcirs, it ſeems, was principally occa- 
ſion d by their ſeeing our Borſes behind 3s, which 
was the Prey they aimed at: I orccrd our Men to 
fire as before, cycry other Man; and they took 
their Aim ſo ſure, that indeed they kill'd ſeveral 
of the Wolves at the firſt Volley; but there was 
a Neccſlity to keep a continual Firing; for they 
came on like Devils, thoſe behind, puſhing on 
thoſe before. 

When we had fir'd our ſecond Volley of our 
Fuzecs, we thought they ſtopped a little, and 1 
haped they would have gonc off; but it was but 
a Moment; for others came forward again; ſo 
we hred two Volleys of our Piſtols, and I belic ve 
in theſe four Firings, we kill d ſeventeen or cigh- 
teen of them, and lamed twice as many; yet they 
came on again. 

I was Huth to ſpend our laſt Shot too haſtily; ſo 
I call'd my Servant, not my Man Friday, for he was 
better employ'd; for with the greateſt Dexterit 
imaginable, he had charged wy Force, and his 
own, while we were engag'd, but as 1 ſaid, 1 calld 
my other Man, and giving him a Horn of Powder, 
| bad him lay a Train, all along the Picce of Tim- 
ber, and Ictit be a large Train, he did fo, and had 
but juit Time to get away, when the Wolvescame 
wp 19 it, and ſon c were got up gn it 5; when 
I ſaapping an uncharg'd Piſtol, cot to the Pow- 
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der, ſet it on fire; thoſe that were upon the Tim- 
ber were ſcorch'd with it, and fix or ſeven of 
them fell, or rather jump'd in among us, with 
the Force and Fright of the Fire, we diſpatched 
theſe in an Inſtant, and the reſt were ſo frighted 
with the Light, which the Night, for it was 


now very near dark, made more terrible, that 


drew back a little. 

Upon which 1 order'd oui laſt Piſtols to be fir'd 
off in one Volley, and :fter that we gave a Shout; 
upon this, the Wolves turn'd Tail, and we fal- 
ly'd immediately npon near twenty lame Ones 
who we found ſtrugling on the Ground, a 
fell a cutting them with our Swords, which an- 
ſwer'd our Expectation; for the Crying and Howl- 
ing they made was better nnderſtocd by their Fel- 
lows, fo that they all fled and left us. 

We had, firſt and laſt, bild about threeſcore 
of them; and had it been Day-light, we had 
killd many more: The Ficld of Battle being thus 
clear d, we made forward again; for we had till 
near a League to go. We heard the ravenons 
Creatures houl and yell in the Wonds as we went, 
ſeveral times; and ſometimss we fancy'd we ſew 
fome of them, but the Snow darling our Eyes, 
we were not certain; ſo in about an Hour morc, 
we came to the Town, where we were to ledge, 
which we found in a terrible Fright; and all in 
Arms; for ir ſeems, that the Night before, the 
Wolves and ſome Bears had broke into the Vil. 
lage, and put them in u terrible Fright ; and they 
were oblig d to keep Guard Night and Day, but 
eſpecially in the Night, to preſerve their Cattic, 
and indeed their Feople, 

The next Morning our Guide was © ill, and his 
Limbs ſwell'd with the rankling of hi two Wounds, 
that he cou go no farther ; fo we were oblig'd to 
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take a re Guide there, and go to Tholouſe, where 
we found a warm Climare, a fruitful pleaſant Coun- 
try and no Snow, no Wolves, or any Thing like 
them; but when we told our Story at Tholouſe,they 
told us it was nothing but what was ordinary in the 
great Foreſtat the Foot of the Mountains, eſpeci- 
ally when the Snow lay on the Ground. But t 
enquir'd much what kind of a Guide we had got- 
ten, that would venture to bring us that Way in 
ſuch a ſevere Seaſon ; and told us, it was very much 
we were not all devour'd. When we told them how 
we plac'd our fclvcs, and the Horſes in the middle, 
they blau d us exceedingly,and told us it was fifty 
to one but we had been all deſtroy'd; for it was the 
Sight of rhe Horſes which made the Wolves fo fu- 
rious, ſecing their Prey; and that at other Times 
they are really afraid of a Gun; but they he ing ex- 
ceſſive hungry, and raging on that Account, the 
Eagerneſꝭ to come at the Horſes had made them 
ſenſeleſs of Danger; and that if we had not by the 
continud Fire, and at laſt by the Stratagem of the 
Train of Powder,maſter'd them, it had bcen great 
Odds but that we had hecn torn to pieces; where» 
as had we been content to have ſat {till on Horſe» 
back, and ſir d as Horſemen, they would not have 
taken the Horſcs fo much for their own when Men 
were on their Back, as otherwiſe ; and withal they 
told us, that at laſt, if we had ſtood all together, 
and Icft our Horſes, they would have been (© cager 
to have devour'd them, that they might have come 
off ſafe, eſpecially having our Fire Arms in our 
Hands, and being ſo many in Number, 

For my Part, 1 was never © ſenſible of Danger 
in my Life ; for ſecins above three hundred Devils 
come roaring, and open-mouth'd 19 devour us, and 
have nothing 10 ſhelter us, or retreat to, | gave 
my (elf over tor Jo!t ; and as it was, 1 believe, 1 
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ſhall never care to croſs thoſe Mountains again; 1 
think I would much rather go a thouſand Leagnes 
by Sea, though I were ſure to meet with a Storm 
once a Week. | 

I have nothing uncomman to take Notice of, in 

my Paſſage through France ; nothing hut what o- 
ther Travellers have given an Account of, with 
much n ore Advantage than | can. I travelVd from 
Theoul uſe to Paris, and without any conliderable 
Stay, came to Calais, and landed ſafe at Dover, the 
fourteenth of January, efter having had a ſevere 
cold Seaſon to travel in. 
I was now come to the Center of my Travels, 
and had in a little Time all my new diſcover'd E- 
ſtate ſafe about me, the Bills of Exchange which 1 
brought with me having been currently paid. 

My principal Guide, and Privy-Counſellor, was 

y — Ancient Widow, who in Gratitude for 
the Money 1 had ſent her, thought no Pains too 
much, or =y too great, to employ for me ; and 1 
truſted her ſo entirely with every Thing, that 1 
was perfectly eaſy as to the Security of my Effects; 
and indeed I was very happy from my Beginning, 
and now to the End, in the unſported Integrity 
of this good Gentlewoman. 

And now | began to think of leaving my Eſſects 
with this Woman, and ſetting out for Li:bon, and 
ſo to the Braſils ; but now another Scruple came in 
my Way, and that was Religioa ; for as 1 hud en- 
tertain d Fame Doubts about the Roman Religion, 
even while | was abroad, eſpecially in my State of 
Solitude ; fo 1 knew there was no owning to the Bra 
ſis for me, much les going to ſertic tete, unleſe | 
refolv'd to embrace thic Koman Catholick Religion, 
without any Reſerve; unk h on the ether hand, | 
refoly'd to be a Sucrifice 10 my Pringiplcs, LC 4 
Martyr for Relipion, and die in the Lagunen; 10

].refoly'd to ſtay at Home, and if I could find 
Means for it, to diſpoſe of my Plantation. 

To this Purpoſe 1 wrote to my old Friend at 
Lisbon, who in Return gave me Notice, that he 
could eaſily diſpoſe of it there: But that if I 
thought ſit to give him Leave to offer it in my 
Name to the two Merchants, the Survivors of my 
Truſtees who liv'd in the Braſils, who muſt fully 
underſtand the Value of it, who livd juſt upon the 
Spot, and who 1 knew were very rich, ſo that he 
beliey'd they would be fond of buying it; he did 
pot doubt, but I ſhould make 4 or 5000 Pieces of 
Eight the more of it. 

Accordingly I agreed, gave him Order to offer 
it to them, and he did 0; and in about 8 Months 
more, the Ship being then returned, he ſent me an 
Account, that they had accepted the Offer, and 
had remitted 33000 Pieces of Eight, to a Cor-

yet I could not keep the Country out 
of my Head, and had a great Mind to be upon 
Wing again, eſpecially I could not reſiſt the 
Inclination I had to ſee my Iſland, and to

M true Friend, the Widow, carneitly diſwa-
